CENSUS OF RETAIL ESTABLISHMENTS 


Early in July retail traders will receive a form from 
the Commonwealth Statistician asking for facts about 
their business during the trading year ended June 3), 
1953, Traders will be asked to give figures of turn- 
over, numbers of employees, value of stocks, and a 
few simple questions which can be answered “yes” or 
“no.” This is part of the nation-wide Census of Retail 
Establishments which is taken only once in every five 
years and covers all the 100,000 or more retailersin this 
country. 

1, Importance of the Census. 

The Census will provide up-to-date facts regarding 
the magnitude and nature of retail spending and the 
changes ocurring in the spending habits of the buying 
public. These facts are of immense value to all sections 
of the business community in planning for the future, 
and are widely sought after by business concerns which 
realise that decisions based on facts are more likely to 
be correct than those based on intuition. The fewer 
wrong decisions, the less loss and waste there will be. 
This benefits both the individual and the community. 

£imilar censuses have been conducted regular'y in 
most important overseas countries, particularly in 
U.S.A., Canada and the United Kingdom. 


2. The Need for Epeed in Collecting This Informa ‘icn. 

The value of statistics obtained from this census will 
be greatly increased by their early publication. This 
can only be achieved with the co-operation of all re- 
tailers., 

Census forms will be sent out in the beginning of 
July and should be returned by August 31, and the 
Statistician wishes to emphasise the great importance 
p'aced on the early lodgement of returns so that analysis 
of the very large number of returns (over 100.000) is 
not delayed. In those cases where final accounting 
figures will not be availab'e until after the end of 
August, the Statistician wou'd prefer a careful estimate 
rather than wait a considerable time after the due date 
for a final figure. 


3. Acceptability of Estimates, 

Whenever actual figures are not available, careful 
estimates will be acceptable. This applies particularly 
to the business which does not dissect its total takings 
into commodity groups. In such a case, an estimate 


based on the retailer’s knowledge of his own business 
or on analysis of his purchases will be satisfactory. 
.Before returns are tabulated, a dissection must be ob- 
tained, and it is preferable for this to be made by the 
retailer himself rather than by any other means. 


Whilst the Statistician is naturally anxious to obtain 
figures which are as accurate as possible, the Census 
is designed to obtain aggregates of many thousands of 
businesses combined, and, provided the estimates are 
made in good faith, minor discrepancies tend to cancel 
out. 

4, Contents of Individual Returns Absolutely 
Confidential. 

Under the Census and Statistics Act, the Statistician 
and his officers are sworn to secrecy and are bound 
under penalty not to reveal to any person, or other 
Government Authority whatsoever, any particulars sup- 
plied in individual returns. 


5. Published Resulis Available to All 
On request, the Statistician will be pleased to supply 
the results of the Census to any interested person or 


organisation. 


ASSOCIATION MEETING IN 
SYDNEY

in Sydney from August 11 to 29, 1953, is the Twentieth 
All-Australian Conference to be ccnvened by the Asso- 
ciation,

gates. This session will be held in the Great Hall of 
the University of Sydney on the evening of August 11, 
and after the official opening, the president-elect uf 
the Association, Mr. Walter C. Cotterell, of South Aus- 
tralia, will be inducted as President. 


The attendance of Mr. E. Prince, Presidént, and Mr.

to the meeting, as delegates will be keen to learn from 
these visitors much concerning the cperation of New 
Zealand’s Medical and Pharmaceutical Services, the 
licensing of pharmacies and other aspects of pharma- 
ceutical organisation and practice in New Zealand. 


The tightly-packed and comprehensive programme 
for the meeting takes in a great variety of matters of 
pharmaceutical interest in the Commonwealth, but 
the subiect likely to arouse most interest is that of 
pharmaceutical education, to which a full session of 
Conference will be devoted.

During the Conference period, the Federal Council 
of Pharmaceutical Societies of Australia will meet, and 
among a number of items in its agenda will consider 
a remit from the Pharmaceutical Society of South Aus-

THE APPRENTICESHIP SYSTEM IN FRANCE 


“The Pharmaceutical Journal” for June 6, 1953, 
which reports a meeting of the Franco-British Pharma- 
ceutical Commission, contains a very interesting note 
concerning the French system of preparing of pharma- 
ceutical chemists for qualification and dispels the erro- 
neous thought that the apprenticeship system has no 
place in European practice. 

This note informs us that firstly the introduction of 
the aspirant to pharmacy is necessarily by a shop ap- 


prenticeship and not through a College curriculum. It ° 


emphasises that the compulsory examination taken 
under the supervision of recognised examiners when the 


12 months of shop work is ended is regarded as very 
important. 

After the apprenticeship in the pharmacy a four years 
college course follows. Post-graduate and supplemen- 
tary courses of study are universal, and two certificates 
for advanced analytical study are available. 

Teaching in the university faculties is in many cases 
linked with the large hospitals and the personnel is 
the same. Hand-picked students become residents in 
hospitals, and so at an early stage come in close 
contact with physician and pathologist. 

Admission to the faculties is unrestricted, but there 
is a limit on retail pharmacies, so that at the present 
time there is a surplus in France of young chemists. 


MEDICAL BENEFITS PLAN IN OPERATION 


Sir Earle Page’s Medical Benefits plan, subject of so 
much discussion, criticism or praise, according to the 
outiook—or political views—of the observer, comes into 
operation on July 1, 1953. 

We have summarised the main provisions cf the plaa 
in a previous issue. Under it, considerable assisiance 
will be available to all persons neeuing medical or 
surgical tr.atment, provided they have taken the pre- 
caution of covering themselves by insurance in some 
approved Society offering medical benefits. All reports 
suggest that a last-minute rush has taken place by 
many thousands of persons desirous of qualifying for 
b_nefits. Chemists enrolling new members for approved 
Hospital and Medical Benefit Associations have in some 
instances had to meet an’ almost overwhelming rush of 
applicants. 

The true value and repercussions of any such plan 
can be properly assessed only aft:r the lapse of a 
sufficient time for observation, It is fairly safe, how- 
ever, to forecast that many people who previously 
would hesitate before seeking treatment will avail 
themselves of the service which their voluntary 
insurance and Government subsidy offer. The demands 
for m dical service will unjoubtedly increase substan- 
tially, and it may well be that this will be refected in 
the volume of prescriptions coming into the pharmacies. 


ETHICS AND ETIQUETTE 


We have read with much interest an Editorial Article 
on “Manners” in “The Mc<dical Journal of Australia,” 
June 27, 1953, which points out that Etiquette is distinct 
from Ethics. One is a question of manners, the other 
of morals, the author reminds us. 

We cannot refrain from quoting the following extract, 
which can be aptly applied to all of the prof:ssions: 
“We may admire a medical man’s erudition and envy 
his insight, but if his mann-r to patients is crude and 
repulsive, we cannot respect him.” How true this is. 
From time to time wz have seen goodwill ruined by 
some crudeness of manner or lack of courtesy by a 
pharmaceutical chemist of high qualification and attain- 
ment. 

Unfortunately bad manners cannot be cured by mere 
preaching or teaching. We do, however, agree with the 
writer of the Editorial referred to that there is some 
value in comment on such matters.

BRITISH PHARMACOPOEIA, 1953 


Address by Professor Berry (London). 

At a recent meeting Professor H. Berry, Dean of the 
School of Pharmacy, University of London, and a 
member. of the British Pharmacopoeia Commission, 

ave a talk on the new Pharmacopeia. He described 
t as “second to none in the world of Pharmacopoeias,” 
and, apart from the more obvious technical excellence 
of the layout, printing and binding, the care that had 
gone into its compilation and the high standards of 
accuracy it had set maintained the high level of its 
predecessors. 

The Pharmacopoeia Commission, who at last saw the 
fruition of their long toil in committee and sub-com- 
mittee, were conscious of the lapse of time between 
their final decisions as to what to include, and the 

ublication of the work. This meant, said Professor 

erry, that the book could never be completely up to 
date. The speed with which drugs came in, stayed 
awhile and then disappeared, was extraordinary. ne 
wondered whether the medical practitioner took much 
notice of the Pharmacopoeia, or how interested was 
the retail pharmacist, concerned as he was only with 
compounding and dispensing. The B.P. was rapidly 
becoming only a book of standards, so that the Codex 
and National Formulary were of much greater interest 
to him. The purpose of the Pharmacopoeia was to 
express the opinion of the Commission as to the fitness 
of drugs, established by sound clinical trial. It thus 
differ from the Codex, which included drugs still 
under trial; in fact the latter set out to include every 
drug for which there was a demand. The B.P. was 
selective; for instance, only representatives of such 
groups as the barbitones or antihistaminics were in- 


cluded. 
Notable Additions. - 

In all, there were not many additions to the B.P. 
1953. Perhaps the most notable were aureomycin, 
cyanocobalamin, ethyl biscoumacetate (which replaced 
dicoumarol), gamma benzene hydrochloride, methadone, 
bentonite, and, at last, globin zinc insulin. The Medical 
Act of 1950 had widened the scope of the B.P. and 
had made it ible to include surgical catgut. The 
old monograph, headed “Vaccine Lymph,” had been 
altered to “Smallpox Vaccine,” to include the prepa- 
ration made by egg cultivation. This process had 
resulted in a lowering of the limit for living organisms, 
as it was possible to prepare a purer vaccine than 
that obtained from the calf. Two new biological pro- 
ducts were scarlet fever and B.C.G. vaccines. There 
were now 15 pages of biological assays and tests. 

More impressive were the 158 deletions, said Pro- 
fessor Berry, but room had to be made for new drugs, 
and old, less important ones had to go. The older 


pharmacist would probably feel real regret at the loss 
of such drugs as myrrh, mentioned in the ancient 
Egyptian Papyrus: Ebers, and colocynth, with its tra- 
ditional association with the Garden of Eden. Al 
lozenges and pills had been deleted. One felt that the 
latter, particularly the so-called “sugar-coated” pills, 
would never really withstand investigation. 


English Titles. 

Perhaps the most controversial point in the new B.P. 
was the decision to use English instead of Latin titles. 
Professor Berry pointed out that this change was only 
the final recognition of an anglicising process begun 
more than a century ago, and the arguments against 
it were becoming more and more obsolete. No longer 
were prescriptions written in complete Latin, and 
examining bodies did not expect students to translate 
them. The argument that Latin was an international 
language no longer applied; in any case Latin names 
for drugs differed from comnts to country. Neither 
did prescribing in Latin mean that the patient did not 
know what he was getting. If he received a script 
for “phenobarbitonum” he knew that he was being 
ordered phenobarbitone. 

Speaking of the introduction of tablet standards, Pro- 
fessor Berry explained the need for these. The intro- 
duction of standard disintegration times had already 
worked wonders. Where, sometimes, tablets of phena- 
cetin had been found to remain intact for days, weeks, 
and sometimes months, they now were disintegrating 
in from 15 to 30 minutes. In fact, some manufacturers 
were telling him that official times were too long. How- 
ever, they could now rest assured that B.P. tablets 
would disintegrate at least in the alimentary tract. 
There was still no definition of “disintegration.” Should 
the tablet break into two, four or more pieces, or into 
granules or powder before official uirements were 
met? He thought that the time should be taken when 
it began to break up. It would be advantageous to 
have standard dies for the sake of uniformity of appear- 
ance of tablets. Standard weights for tablets had not 

et been introduced, and an official enteric coating 
ad yet to be devised. Capsules and implants were 
now official. The former had previously been omitted 
because of the wide limits that would have been 
necessary on account of the inaccuracy of hand filling, 
but, the introduction of machines meant that higher 
accuracy was possible. Implants had been standardised 
for weight and diameter, thus giving the uniform 
surface area necessary for a controlled rate of absorp- 
tion, and, therefore, of dosage. 


Injections and Their Containers. 
Referring to injections, Professor Berry said that more 


information about stabilisation was needed, and 
clarity of solutions has not yet been tackled. The 
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commercial practice of adding calcium d-saccharate as 
a stabiliser in injection of calcium gluconate had at 
last been officially recognised. There was still doubt 
about the need for bacteriostatics in oil injections, but 
Professor Berry thought they were necessary, particu- 
larly where the oil was likely to become infected with 


an aqueous liquid containing living bacteria. It was 
important, too, that standards for the drug content of 
injections should be set up, and here the development 
of micro assay methods would be invaluable. 

Now that bottles of soda glass could be ae 
treated, it had been thought advisable to relinqui 


the “crushed glass” alkalinity test, as this could only 
be fairly applied to borosilicate glass ampoules. Flaking 
on the inside of ampoules was still a problem, and its 
cause was unknown, but a warning about it had been 
included. Rubber had not yet been standardised; many 
substances, including phenols, essential oils and meta- 
bisulphite were known to act on it. There was only 
one satisfactory test for a rubber cap; to leave it in 
contact with distilled water for a period. The water 
should then still conform to the tests for distilled water. 
Few samples of rubber withstood this test—Pharm J,, 
May 30, 1953.

The British Pharmacopoeia, 1953, which was published on March 2, becomes official in Great Britain on

1, 1953. In the preface it is pointed out that, although the interval which has élapsed since the issue of the previous

PREDICTING INCOMPATIBILITIES OF NEW DRUGS 
By O. H. Miller. 


The introduction of new drugs continues at an ever- 
accelerating rate. When first introduced there is little 
or no information available as to possible incompati- 
bilities of these drugs. Under ordinary circumstances 
a number of incompatibilities will be encountered and 
reported in the pharmaceutical literature over a con- 
siderable period of time. They eventually will be 
described in pharmaceutical texts. Such a system is 
now entirely inadequate, as more than likely such 
information will not be readily available until the drug 
ie been largely discarded and replaced by a newer 

rug. 

A means of predicting incompatibilities by general 
t reactions is the only solution to this -. 

uch an approach has long been neglected in the study 
of incompatibilities in favour of simply listing the 
known incompatibilities of each individual substance 
or small groups of similar substances. 

One very useful classification for predicting incom- 

tibility resulting in precipitation and occasionally 
inactivation is to extend the system presently used 
for surface-active agents to include all organic com- 
pounds of relatively large molecular weight which will 
cover most of the new drugs now being introduced. 

Surface-active agents have for some time been classi- 
fied as anionic, cationic or non-ionic, based on whether 
the hydrophobic or water-soluble portion of the mole- 
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cule is an anion, a cation, or the compound is a non- 
ionising ester or ether. The extended classification 
would include all organic acids and their salts as 
anionic, all organic bases and their salts as cationic, 
and relatively non-ionising esters, ethers, alcohols, etc., 
as non-ionic. Low molecular weight compounds can 
be omitted because their greater solubility greatly 
reduces the likelihood of incompatibilities. 

Even for the pharmacist uncertain of his chemistry 
such a classification can be simply stated: If the com- 
pound is an organic salt of sodium, potassium, am- 
monium or calcium, it is anionic; if an organic chloride, 
hydrochloride, sulfate, phosphate, acetate, citrate or 
tartrate, it is cationic; and if none of these it will likely 
be non-ionic. 

Most anionic and cationic substances appear in phar- 
maceuticals as the more soluble salts rather than as 
the free acid or base. Most non-ionic substances, with 
the exception of polyhydroxy compounds, are generally 
quite insoluble in water. The following list indicates 
common examples of each type:— 

Anionic: Soaps, most synthetic detergents such as 
sodium lauryl sulfate, aromatic organic acids such as 
salicylic, acid dyes including most certified coal tar 
colours, barbiturates, soluble penicillins, most mer- 
curial antiseptics such as Mer/romin. 

Cationic: ternary ammonium antiseptics, alka- 
loids, synthetic alkaloid-like bases, soluble local anaes- 
thetics, most antihistamines, the amphetamines, many 
antibiotics, basic dyes, antimalarials, epinephrine and 
similar compounds. 

Non-ionic: Spans and tweens, glycerol monostearate, 
benzyl benzoate, sugars, starches, gums, methyl cellu- 
lose, the parabens, benzocaine, carbowaxes. 

Every dctergent chemist is familiar with the fact that 
anionic and cationic surface-active agents are com- 


tible with the non-ionic surface-active agents ances 

case of ionic impurities, while they are incompatible 
with each other. A mixture of the two ionic types 
results in a loss of surface activity and often precipi- 
tation. The presence of a hydrophobic cation and anion 
produces an insoluble inactive combination by double 


decomposition. For example in the inactivation of 
Benzalkonium Chloride by soap we have: 
Benzalkonium Chloride + Sod. Stearate ——-> 
NaCl + Benzalkonium Stearate. 

The Benzalkonium Stearate is inactive and insoluble, 
and go as a precipitate unless d rsed in colloida! 
form by an excess of one of the surface-active agents, 
in which case the incompatibility may not be readily 
apparent. 

n analogous situation exists among the ionic organic 
substances encountered in pharmaceuticals with the 
same likelihood of precipitation and _ inactivation. 
Whether or not this occurs for a given combination 
is dependent on several factors, such as the hydro- 
— nature or insolubility of the two combining ions, 

e strength of each as an acid or base, the concen- 
tration of each, the presence of solvents other than 
water such as alcohol and glycerin, the presence of 
substances such as sugars which inhibit crystal for- 
mation, and the presence of surface-active agents or 
protective colloids which tend to produce colloidal 
solutions and delay visible evidence of precipitation, 
but which do not eliminate the possibility of partial 
or complete inactivation. ; 

To check the practicability of predicting incompati- 
bilities by means of this anionic and cationic classifica- 
tion, aqueous solutions of each of ten anionic substances 
were added to solutions of ten cationic substances. The 
substances and concentrations used are indicated in 
the following lists:—

These incompatibilities can be considered largely 
unavoidable, as further dilution to eliminate om 
would likely not be indicated, as they represent 
minimum concentrations for certain uses. At higher 
concentrations many more egy ee would be 
encountered than listed above. For instance, a 1 per 
cent. solution of phenacaine hydrochloride did not cause 
precipitation when added to a 1 per cent. solution of 
potassium penicillin G, but at twice this concentration 
an immediate precipitation of phenacaine penicillin 
occurs. Another example of the effect of concentration 
on incompatibility is the combination of codeine phos- 
- and sodium phenobarbital in liquid prescriptions. 
f the two salts are dissolved together or mixed in 
concentrated solution a voluminous precipitate is 
formed that will not dissolve readily on dilution, yet 
when mixed after separate dilution with the vehicle 
no precipitate is formed. Such readily avoidable in- 
compatibilities were eliminated in this study by the 
use of low concentrations. 

Precipitates due to liberation of the free base or 
acid were not included although several such incom- 
patibilities were encountered. These are examples of 
another general type of incompatibility which in i 
is a basis for predicting many possible incompatibilities. 
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In a number of instances neutralisation or further 
pry or both was required to eliminate such a pos- 
sl ty. 

ticularly new, yet with a few exceptions none of these 
incompatibilities has been previously reported. <A 
number of these combinations are rather unlikely, but 
unlikely combinations in prescriptions are not un- 
common. Several of these incompatible combinations 
have been proposed in published formulae, such as the 
use of benzalkonium chloride as a preservative in peni- 
cillin eye drops and in an ointment base containing 
sodium lauryl sulfate. 

The occurrence of cationic or anionic substances in 
preparatians such as ointment bases and lotions is easily 
overlooked. A prescription calling for acriflavine in 
hydrophilic ointment may appear quite sound unless 
its sodium lauryl sulfate content is considered. In 
such a . re the acriflavine would probably be 
rendered completely ineffective. 

A word of caution is in order regarding mixtures 
of antiseptics and antibiotics of opposite ionic types. 
A marked reduction in effectiveness may occur even 
without visible evidence of incompatibility. This pos- 
sibility should be checked by experimentation before 
such combinations are advocated for use. 

Also it should be noted that sodium lauryl sulfate 
and benzalkonium chloride, both used extensively in 
harmaceuticals, were incompatible in all ten com- 
inations tested. 

A system for —- probable incompatibilities 
based on ionic type can be utilised in a number of 
ways. 

It can be used to avoid incompatible combinations 
in prescriptions and in product formulation. It can 
be used as a guide in masking undesirable bitterness 
in pharmaceuticals by indicating insoluble combinations 
with little or no taste. This system readily explains 
why syrup of glycyrrhiza is a good vehicle for masking 
the bitter taste of quinine and strychnine. An insoluble 
alkaloid salt of glycyrrhizic acid is to be expected. 
Such combinations should be carefully checked to make 
certain the effectiveness is not lost along with the taste. 

This system can be used as a guide in the develop- 
ment of. new derivatives of a drug product with im- 
proved stability, different rates of absorption and 
altered solubility, such as procaine penicillin and 
phenacaine penicillin as compared to potassium peni- 
cillin.

POLYETHYLENE GLYCOLS AS VEHICLES FOR 
INJECTIONS 


The polymeric glycols (polyethylene, polyoxyethylene 
glycols) have been used for some time as components 
of water-soluble ointment bases for topical application. 
By reason of their unusual solubility characteristics, 
low order of toxicity, and wide range of compatibilities, 
they have lent themselves to a diversity of uses. Such 
properties suggest the possibility of these compounds 
serving as solvents for drugs given by the subcutaneous 
or intramuscular routes, where water-solubility of the 
vehicle may be a highly desirable feature. In order 
to determine the feasibility of their use in this way, 
tissue reactions at the site of subcutaneous and intra- 
muscular injections of. undiluted polyethylene glycol 
300, propylene glycol, and peanut oil in rats, have been 
compared by C. P. Carpenter and C. B. Shafer, of the 
Melion Institute of Industrial Research, Pittsburgh, 
Pennsylvania. A complete report of their investigation 
appeared in the Journal of the American Pharmaceutical 
Association, Scientific Edition, 41, 27 (1952). A summary 
of the findings and conclusions drawn therefrom follows. 

Subcutaneous injection of PEG 300 or propylene 
glycol, in dosages 2.5 to 10 times that anticipated 
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for human use, caused blanching of the skin and scab 
formation in 48 hours. After four days, increased vas- 
cularisation and fibroblastic repair tissue were present, 
but after 14 days only slightly increased vascularisation 
could be seen. Peanut oil dispersed in globules in the 
subcutaneous tissue, and caused no visible reaction. 

Intramuscuiar injection of five to ten times the 
expected human-dosage level of PEG 300 or propylene 
glycol produced a mild chemical inflammation. This 
reaction was transient, and no evidence of injury was 
found 14 ~~ after the injection. Peanut oil caused 
ut accumulated in globules in nearby fat 

epots. 

By the intravenous route, undiluted PEG 300 has an 
LDso for rats of 7.1 millilitres per kilogram. 

The major portion of subcutaneous or intramuscular 
doses of 2 millilitres per kilogram of undiluted PEG 
300 or PEG 400 was excreted in the urine of dogs 
within 24 hours after injection. 

It was concluded that clinical trial of the polyethylene 
glycols as vehicles for the subcutaneous or intramus- 
cular administration of drugs is justified. These com- 
pounds are no more harmful than propylene glycol, on 
which there already exists a background of human 
experience.

BUTAZOLIDINE IN TREATMENT OF ARTHRITIS 


“Medico-Pharmacist,” writing in The Retail Chemist, 
October, 1952, says:— 

A new and apparently very effective analgesic which 
has given very good results in the treatment of arthritis 
to have been discovered by accident. 
The substance is butazolidine, and this was at first 
employed in combination with amidopyrine in order 
to render the latter more soluble in the preparation 
of an injectable solution, the compound being eplores 
to relieve the pain of arthritis. Observation showed 
that the compound was more effective than could have 
been expected from the known properties of amido- 
pyrine. This led to further investigations on the 
solvent alone, as it was known to be a drug of low 
toxicity, and ariimal tests showed it to be both anti- 
pyretic and analgesic. Although the two drugs are 
similar in chemical structure, their fate in the body 
is different, for whereas igen “gg is broken down 
into inert products fairly rapid y butazolidine after 
breakdown is only slowly excreted. 

Clinical trials followed soon after, and in tests carried 
out in the Glasgow Royal Infirmary on patients suffer- 
ing from acute arthritic conditions promising results 
were obtained. One group of the patients was given 
the drug by intramuscular injection, whilst the other 
was given only sterile saline, neither group being aware 
of the difference. Also without their knowledge the 
treatment was reversed after ten days’ treatment. The 
results were assessed by both subjective and objective 
tests, such as relief of pain, increased joint movement, 
etc. 

The new remedy is reported to give considerable 
relief from pain and in some reduction of the swelling 
around the joints. Some observers have reported that 
it brings down the raised erythrocyte sedimentation 
rate. It would seem, therefore, that its good effects 
are not solely dependent on its analgesic properties, 
but rather on some systemic action. Oral administra- 
tion produces some gastric irritation, and in some 
atients cedema has been observed, but the latter can 

readily controlled by reducing the salt intake. 

Care is necessary when patients suffering from 
cardiac, renal and hepatic affections are to be treated. 
So far the trials appear to have been particularly satis- 
factory, and butazolidine would appear to be a welcome 
addition to the analgesic drugs at present available for 
this particular affection.

DISPENSING PROBLEMS 
Growth in Mist. Calc. et Sod. APY. 


Two and a half years ago it was reported by a phar- 
macist that a bulky white precipitate or growth per- 
sisted in appearing within a few days in samples of 
Mist. Calc. et Sod. Lact., A.P.F., even when prepared 
from different samples of calcium carbonate, lactic acid 
and other redients of the A.P.F. mixture, and even 
with the addition of various fungicides. 

All samples of the mixture were prepared in the 
same area of Melbourne. Finally, the following four 
samples were prepared, and submitted for comment:— 


Mixture A—-A.P.F. formula. 

Mixture B—A.P.F. formula, but omitting Spirit of 
Chloroform. 

Mixture C—A.P.F. formula, except of—omission of 
—— of Chloroform and addition 

0.5 per cent. Chlorbutol. 

Mixture D—A.P.F. formula, except for omission of 
Spirit of Chloroform and addition of 
0.25 per cent. Chlorocresol. 


A bulky white precipitate or growth was evident 
in all samples. 

This growth in all samples. was examined micro- 
scopically and appeared to consist of crystals—there 
was no evidence of fungal pene or spores, 

On warming mixture C growth seemed to disap- 
pear, but reappeared on standing. 

Mixture B was warmed when again the growth 
seemed to disappear, diluted to twice its volume with 
water and allowed to stand. Slight growth appeared 
after standing some weeks. 

Mixture C was then rewarmed, when the growth dis- 
appeared as before, filtered and autoclaved at 115 deg. 

. for 30 minutes. 

Mixture A was warmed, made up to twice its volume 
with Chloroform Water, giving an apparently clear solu- 
tion filtered and autoclaved as Mixture C. 

Mixtures A and C have remained perfectly clear. 
am no sign of either a precipitate or growth for over 

years. 

Mixture D was retained for photographic purposes.

Mr. Eric Scott's Tour of N.S.W. Zones 


The Federal President of the Guild, Mr. Eric Scott, 
attended by an official , made a whirlwind tour 
of all N.S.W. Zones in the nine days, June 3 to 11. 

His purpose was to make a personal re-assessment 
of the attitude of Guild chemists towards the P.B. and 
P.M.S. Schemes, in the light of present and prospec- 
tive developments. 

The tightly-packed itinerary, planned by the N.S.W. 
Guild Treasurer, Mr. W. F. Pinerua, provided for Zone

The report in the “Northern Star” (Lismore) read:— 


Chemists Oppose New Free Medicine Contract. 


Chemists throughout Australia fear that a new con- 
tract now being negotiated with the Commonwealth 
Government for dispensing “free” medicine will sweep 
asstle long-established professional standards of pay- 
ment. 


This was stated by Mr. E. Scott, Federal President 
of the Pharmaceutical Guild, addressing a large meet- 
ing of chemists. 

Mr. Scott said that newly established statistical sec- 
tion of the Health Department was trying to upset 
the basic principles of the “free” medic agreement 
with the Guild, whereby chemists were safeguarded 
against unavoidable losses involved in certain kinds of 
dispensing. 

“Contradictory as it may seem,” said Mr. Scott, “the 
Liberal-Country Party Government is being criticised 
by many of our members for not having the interests 
of the small trader at heart. 

“This hits the family chemist. Although he is a pro- 
fessional partner in the health team, and has co- 
operated splendidly in helping the Government to 
launch its medicine service, we are mostly small phar- 
macists, who must look for protection to the guardians 
of free enterprise. 


“We are making out a string case for retaining the 
basic principles of our old agreement in the new one, 
and we are hopeful of Ministerial support. 


“We have Sir Earle Page’s sympathetic interest, but 
he is under pressure from the Treasury because the 
free medicine scheme has cost more than the ori 1 
estimate. Sir Earle Page has vigorously defended his 
scheme, which provides life-saving and disease-pre- 
venting drugs, on the ground that it is worth spend- 
ing money upon costly drugs if a human life is saved.

Nor can you blame the chemist who dispenses 
these costly drugs upon medical prescription. 

“Once you allow cost to dictate your health scheme, 
you endanger its essential human features. The chemist 
should not be the victim of a statistical blueprint. If 
necessary, we shall present our case in detail to every 
member of the Federal Parliament,” said, Mr. Scott 


At Tamworth an enthusiastic meeting gave our 
Federal President a rousing welcome. Discussion con- 
tinued until late into the night.

Chemists had received 
news of the proposed cuts with 
indignation, he said. 

Sir Earle Page was trying to 
cut chemists’ rates to appease 
the Treasury, which thought too 
much money was being spent on 
the health of the people. 


“Sick of Forms.” 

“The amount of red tape asse- 
ciated with these Government 
schemes has appalled 
chemists that we are heartily 
sick of filling in forms and mak- 
ing up tally sheets without pay- 
ment. The clerical work in- 
volved is terrific, 

“Under the contract we are 
required to dis any doc- 
tor’s prescription which is 
written on a Government form 
and is in accordance with the 
regulations, enter it, file it, get 
the customer to sign on the back 
—otherwise you get no - 
ment whatsoever—then price it, 
enter it on a tally sheet and 
submit it to the department for 
payment.” 

The proposed rates would not pay chemists. Chemists 
had to do more Government prescriptions and get less 
for them. The Government expected chemists to give 
it a heavy discount on dispensing which no other see- 
tion of the community was expected to do or did.

HEIGHT MEASUREMENT IN 
MICROSCOPY 


(Extract from “The Alchemist,” May, 1953.) 


A simple method for measuring the 
heights of small objects viewed through an 
optical microscope has been described by 
Tolansky, of the Royal Holloway College 
(“Nature,” 1953, 171, 565). The glass micro- 
scope slide must be given a fine-grain white 
matt surface, so that particles placed on it 
in an oblique light will cast well-defined 
shadows. For this puspese a layer of silver 
deposited on the slide is exposed to aqua 
regia vapour. The object to be measured 
is placed on the slide — with particles 
of known height (e.g. lysopodium), and a 
bright parallel beam of light is projected on 
the object at an incidence near to grazing. 
By comparing the lengths of the shadows 
cast by the objects of known and.unknown 
a the unknown height may be calcu- 
ated.

They also had played a very 
important part in the education of the apprentices, 
and he congratulated them also on their contribution. 

Pharmacy, said Mr. Thompson, was perhaps the last 
stronghold of the age-old master-apprentice system, 
and he had yet to be convinced that that system was 
not the best for pharmacy.

Address by President of Pharmacy Board. 

The certificates were handed to the successful can- 
didates by Mr. H. A. Braithwaite, the President of the 
Pharmacy Board. He congratulated the candidates on 
the success they had achieved. Their qualification was, 
he said, one which was recognised in most parts of 
the world, and they could practise as pharmaceutical 
chemists in most of the English-speaking world. That 
was a privilege they gained from qualifying in an 
institution directed and staffed by men such as the 
Dean and his team of lecturers. They were now 
members of a profession which was rated high in the 
community. ey were specialists in their own calling. 


The privileges of the pharmaceutical chemist, said 
Mr. Braithwaite, were intangible, but, like many in- 
tangible things, were well worth having. They were 
privileged to play a very important part in the health 
services of the country and to assist the people in their 
everyday lives. That sometimes brought a wave 0 
the hand and a friendly smile of gratitude which he 
regarded as one of those intangible things which could 
be termed a privilege. 

Mr. Braithwaite said that as these young people went 
out to practise their calling they would experience the 
satisfaction in life which sprang from doing their jobs 
faithfully and giving service to their fellow men. The 
Board knew they would be a credit to their profession. 
(Applause.) 


President Introduces Dr. Tonkin. 


The President said it was now his very great pleasure 
and honour to introduce to them Dr. Cyril J. Tonkin, 
who would deliver the presentation oration. Before 
Dr. Tonkin commenced this address, he felt he would 
like to tell the audience something of the achievements 
of Dr. Tonkin. Dr. Tonkin was himself at one time 
an apprentice—a student at the Victorian College of 
Pharmacy many years ago, and his first achievement 
as a student at that College was to become the Gold 
Medallist of the Intermediate year in 1908. He then 
achieved something that was not achieved for many 
oes later, by winning the double Gold Medal when 

e took the final year Gold Medal in 1910. Dr. Tonkin 
then practised in pharmacy, and later on came back 
to the College—he had earlier assisted in the teaching 
as a demonstrator. World War I saw Dr. Tonkin 
serving with the A.I.F., in which he rose to the rank 


_ of major and became chief pharmacist in the —s 


forces. After the war Dr. Tonkin did not rest wit 
what he had already achieved. He studied medicine 
and qualified in that profession. Still again, having 
achieved so much, he did not forsake pharmacy, but 
became most helpful to the College as a lecturer in 
the subject of Botany. For many years students passed 
through the hands of Dr. Tonkin, proving year after 
year his ability as a teacher in that subject. Dr. 
Tonkin found time to do still further work as an 
examiner in the subject of Materia Medica for the 
Pharmacy Board of Victoria. Therefore many graduates 
of the College could thank Dr. Tonkin for ultimately 
passing them in that subject. (Laughter.) 

So from his first apprenticeship away back in 1906 
he still held an office with the College as an examiner 
in Materia Medica in the year 1953. It was certainly 
a long, long service for Pharmacy in Victoria. (Ap- 
plause.) He felt, therefore, it was fitting that such a 
gentleman who had done so much for their Victorian 
College of Pharmacy, of which they were proud, should 
have consented to deliver this first oration at the cere- 
mony of presentation of diplomas. He was quite sure 
that to Dr. Tonkin and the newly graduated pharma- 
cists alike this night would be a memorable one. It 
was therefore with pleasure that he introduced Dr. 


Tonkin. 
Dr. Tonkin‘s Oration. 


Mr. President, recent graduates, ladies and gentle- 
men: I first rather welcomed the thought of having no 
loud speaker, but I find that so many nice things have 
been said about me that I can hardly find my voice. 
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Dr. Cyril J. Tonkin addressing the gathering. 


Thank you very much, Mr. President, for the nice 
things you said. I did not realise I was so terribly 
ancient until you brought in those years! (Laughter.) 


I am highly honoured by the Council’s very kind 
invitation to deliver the inaugural address. In an inau- 
— address very much is expected and many are 
isappointed, but the main purpose of this gathering, 
is, of course, to pay tribute to our new graduates. The 
meeting is entirely for them. We wish to felicitate 
them on their success and to give them our sincere 
good wishes for a bright, happy and successful future. 
Graduation day has been celebrated for very many 
years throughout the civilised world in universities, 
academies, colleges and other schools of learning de- 
voted both to civil professions and to those of the armed 
services. It is the day that marks the fulfilment of an 
ambition—the ambition to qualify for the profession 
chosen. Graduation day therefore is one that is very 
rightly a day of rejoicing for students, parents, teachers, 
friends and even for those very necessary evils, the 
examiners! 

This brings up the subject of examinations generally 
and the much-debated question, “are examinations really 
necessary?” Yes, there are many people of keen intellect 
and mature judgment who maintain that the examination 
system is outmoded and should be abolished, and that 
ee should be based entirely on the work 
one by the student ~_— the years of training and 
apprenticeship. I have studied this matter closely and 
have come to the conclusion that the examination sys- 
tem, perhaps with some modifications, will have to 
remain. It will certainly remain at least until some 
adequate alternative is found to replace it. 

Let me point out, if I may, — the many prob- 
lems that would arise with the abolition of examina- 
tions, only two that occur to me. First, the great 
variations in the methods and quality of teaching that 
apply to any course or apprenticeship, resulting in a 
marked variability in the degree of qualification. 
Second, the problem of reciprocity with other States 
and other countries. With the examination system in 
vogue, each and every country may more easily assess 
the standards of the others by a careful scrutiny of 
the set curricula and the fixed requirements for quali- 
fication. So that examinations will still have to be 
passed! 

One frequently hears mild complaints certainly, but 
they are complaints, from some of us older pharmacists, 
that pharmacy has changed and that things are not 
what they were in the old days. Of course, it has 
been going on for many years, ever since I was a 
boy. It is true that pharmacy is not what it was. It 
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has in actual fact progressed enormously in the 
past few years, and the standards and criteria 
that satisfied the demands of those earlier days 
do not and cannot satisfy the requirements of 
these times in the light of modern scientific 
knowledge and research. 

And you should be indeed proud of the fact 
that the diplomas you have received tonight 
stamp you with the hallmark of a pharmaceu- 
tical qualification that ranks among the highest 
in the world. I am delighted to hear that 
several graduates in pharmacy have further in- 
creased their knowledge and prestige as phar- 
macists by undertaking and completing success- 
fully the fellowship course, which I recommend 
most highly to those of you seeking a deeper 
insight into the history, ethics and more intricate 
processes involved in the practice of your pro- 
fession. 

Graduation day for us, then, is a time for 
congratulation and for a realisation by the 
graduate that he or she has shown to his fellows 
his suitability to practise as a pharmaceutical 
chemist. I would most earnestly suggest to those 
of you who have now qualified that this da 
be also one of dedication—dedication to an ideal, 
that your lives as pharmacists may be devoted 
to raising the standards and to maintaining pharmacy 
on the high ethical level to which your seniors have 
already brought it. I understand that perfection is 
unattainable by mortals, but it is not denied to us to 
seek it. The successful student, you who have graduated, 
does not set his aim at 50 per cent., but at 100 per 
cent., or as near to it as is possible. That is evident 
in the results you have achieved. 

And, so, as pharmacists, while you may never attain 
perfection, you can at least make a determined effort 
to reach it. In so doing, you may gain the “summum 
bonum” or supreme good which many call happiness 
and in attaining it you are sure to spread a large 
measure of that happiness amongst the community of 
which you are a member. 

I can only hope that many of you will try to emulate 
the example set by those who, at the expense of their 
time, and often, indeed, of their health, have devoted 
themselves to keeping Pharmacy in this State at a 
level to be envied; who without thought of reward 
have given their services to our College. I refer, as 
you no doubt realise, to past and present members of 
the Council and of the Board. We are indeed deeply 
indebted to them. 

I have had a unique opportunity of watching the 

rowth and development of our beloved College of 

harmacy over quite a number of years. I was going to 
say over many years or a number of years, but the 
President has told you how long and it is a great 
many vears. The remarkable progress that it, has 
been my very good fortune to witness could not have 
taken place without the unselfish devotion of your 
elder brothers in Pharmacy, and in saying this I do not 
for a moment forget thé prodigious efforts of the chiefs 
of staff, both administrative and academic, the lec- 
torial board and all their loyal helpers. 

While we may all have a deep sense of pride that 
we are an independent college, self-supporting, without 
any Government subsidy, I express my own personal 
thoughts when I say I think it is deeply to be regretted 
that a Government grant is not available to enable 
us to proceed With our plans for our new college at 
Parkville — a college that will be commensurate with 
the growth and progress of Pharmacy in Victoria, It 
would have been very pleasant indeed if this function 
could have been held in a Pharmaceutical Hail of our 
own. 

So, from this eathering vow go off to your work with, 
I hope, the knowledge that you will fill a very impor- 
tant and responsible function in the world outside. 
Your example will be watched and followed by many, 
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for a pharmacy is not just a chemist’s shop and it is not 
just a place where people purchase their medical needs. 
It is a haven of comfort to many who will seek your 
advice, not only in pharmaceutical matters, but, as they 
learn to respect your integrity and your opinions, they 
will seek your counsel in other aspects of life, for 
which your education and experience equip you ade- 

uately to supply the answers. The pharmacist is in- 
deed a very essential element in the scheme of daily 
affairs and in most communities he or she is to be 
found playing an active and often leading role in the 
civic life of the district, in municipal councils, in pro- 
gress associations, in Red Cross activities, sports, chari- 
ties and cultural movements. 

Some of our graduates have achieved world fame and 
we are very proud of them. Many pharmacists have 
served their country with distinction in the Navy, 
Army and Air Force, and some have made the supreme 
sacrifice. 

Finally, I return to the central theme of my discourse, 
and once more commend most earnestly to you all, 
that you regard this as a day of dedication to all that 
is good in Pharmacy. In so doing you will find much 
that is excellent in yourselves and you will experience 
the joy and satisfaction that come with achievement. 

My best wishes go with you all. (Applause.) 


Presentation of Fellowship Diplomas. 


Dr. Stanton said he had the honour of presenting 
to the President of the Society sore five members of 
the Pharmaceutical Society who, having pursued the 
necessary post-graduate courses of study, and having 
satisfied the examiners in appropriate subjects, had 
been recommended by the Lectorial Board for advance- 
ment to the Fellowship of the Pharmaceutical Society, 
and had been duly elected by the Council.

The President had said that he (Dr. Stanton) would 
have something to say about the fellowship course. 
He had very little actually to say about it. Dr. Tonkin 
in his address had referred to the fact that it was 
a st-graduate course undertaken by a series of 
enthusiasts and covering all works relating directly 
and perhaps in some cases slightly indirectly to Phar- 
macy. So it was very difficult in these days to know 
where indirect approaches began and ended, because 
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the science it embraced had become so very wide 
within recent years. But the subjects most popular in 
this particular course were the history of pharmacy, 
harmaceutical chemistry, and analytical chemistry, 
including food and drug analysis, bacteriology, and 
there were other biological aspects which might perhaps 
be and were introduced and, hence, materia mediea. 
He had very little more to say on that subject, except 
to say he oe the numbers would more com- 
mensurate with the names he saw on the list as havi 
passed the final examination. He was sure they 
congratulated these particular graduates who were 
attaining their certificates this evening, both for their 
enterprise and for their achievement, and as fellows, 
he welcomed them whole-heartedly to the rank of 
fellows, in which capacity he was sure they would 
serve with very great credit to Pharmacy as well as 
to themselves. 

As each new fellow was presented to the President 
by Dr. Stanton, the President said, “I congratulate you 
on being elected a fellow of the Pharmaceutical Society 
of Victoria.” Mr. J. G. Manning was specially intro- 
duced by Dr. Stanton, who remarked that Mr. Manning 
had been awarded the Kodak Scholarship of £1000 
which would take him abroad to study Pharmacy in 
many aspects. Another congratulation due to Mr. 
Manning was that shortly he would take a partner 
with him in the person of @ wife .(Applause.) 


Vote of Thanks to Dr. Tonkin and Dr. Stanton. 


Mr. Eric Scott said few more pleasant tasks had been 
entrusted to him than this one tonight, of thanking 
Dr. Tonkin for the privilege of listening to his oration 
on the presentation of these diplomas, and on behalf 
of the Council, too, the thanks of all to Dr. Stanton for 
his part in the proceedings. 

It was a fitting tribute, he thought, that these two 
gentlemen who had done so much for pharmacy should 
have come together tonight in this celebration for the 
first time in these ancient and learned halls on behalf 
of Pharmacy to present the diplomas. On looking over 
the large assembly, his thoughts roamed back into the 
ancient cultural cradle of Pharmacy, and for a moment 
he would like to turn back the veil of antiquity. 

Coming back to the present, his thoughts would run 
something like this: That no institution of learning 
could ever amount to anything, nor could its graduates 
ever look upon it affectionately as its alma mater, unless 
the men performing the task of teaching were great 
and big men. In Dr. Tonkin and Dr. Stanton 
and their absent Dean he thought they had 
the men that could give the lie to the oft- 
repeated phrase that the 20th century civi- 
lisation was decadent and did not produce 
the men that the old past produced. 

The heroes of the Iliad were not perhaps 
so very far removed in their idealism from 
the teachers of Pharmacy and Medicine in 
their own College. Those mighty Greeks 
were more than lecturers—they taught their 
students the pedigrees of the great heroes 
who laid the foundations of the great tradi- 
tions which went beyond the mere borders 
of education. Could they not say with equal 
truth today that in their teachers and 
students at the College of Pharmacy they 
had been true to those ideals and they had 
taught them of the great men of Pharmacy 
of the past. Even when he spoke to students 
he was guilty of a fault of old men, in that 
he told them to do things he himself never 
did! But if they wanted to succeed in life 
they must be diligent; they had to seek 
success. In perseverance and the ability to 
get things done he commended to them Dr. 
Tonkin and Dr. Stanton, who had exempli- 
fied in their own lives those very great 
attributes. If the faith or the fortune of 
most of the graduates of the College was 
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safeguard those precious snapshots

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to seek life in a retail outlet, it was of paramount 
importance that they should stand upon their own feet 
at the outset of their careers. Men of the calibre of 
Dr. Tonkin and Dr. Stanton had the rare gift of passing 
on the fruits of their lives to their students, and that 
was the mark of a really great teacher. If they thought 
upon those lines they should be better qualified to 
strengthen their approach to a higher status for the 
pharmaceutical profession. It was in this process that 
education became culture, and while they remembered 
these things there was hope for them as a profession 
of cultured persons. 

Concluding, Mr. Scott said: “Dr. Tonkin and Dr. 
Stanton, we thank you very much for what you have 
done tonight. It will live long in the memories of us 
all, and will mark the start, I am sure, of many such 
gatherings.” (Applause.) 

The President said this terminated the ceremonial 
part of the evening. The Council of the Society hoped 
it had been worth while. Admittedly it may have been 
a case of experiment—of trial and error—but they 
hoped it would have laid the foundation of many, many 
more presentation nights in the years to come, nights 
that would be memorable for the newly-graduated 
students. He extended to all present an invitation on 
behalf of the Council to partake of supper before they 
dispersed. He thanked the audience once again for 
their attendance. 

The next hour from 9.30 p.m. was spent as a social 
gathering over supper. 


STATE HEALTH SERVICE IN FRANCE 


In France, according to a report in “The Pharma- 
ceutical Journal,” June 6, 1953, medicines, including 
certain proprietaries, dressings, and some appliances, are 
provided under the State Health Service, and in all may 
account for between 30 and 60 per cent. of the turn- 
over in a pharmacy. 

This is in fact an immediate cash turnover, as the 
payments are made direct by the patient to the phar- 
macist, and hence the pecuniary nexus between State 
and proprietor pharmacist is less direct than it is here 
(Great Britain). In turn, the patient received 80 per 
cent. off the cost of the medicament from the State, 
so that the paperwork undertaken is probably approxi- 
mately equal in both countries. Repayments, how- 
ever, are only made for medicines which are included 
in a National tariff and advertised remedies are not 
prescribable under this scheme. 

It thus appears that the British patient is more 
favourably placed for medicaments than is his French 
counterpart. The French pharmacist, however, may 
gain by not requiring to wait for final setlement for 
medicines supplied. 

In many instances analyses are also undertaken in 
the pharmacy and payment is also received direct from 
the patient. 

Thinly disguised competition already exists through 
the special arrangements made for miners and from 
the 200 pharmacies owned by “Mutualist Societies”— 
provident societies—who number among their objects 
the repayment of fees charged to patients. Members 
of these bodies must take their prescriptions to their 
co-operative pharmacy and in turn receive their medi- 
cines without payment; the State pays the 80 per cent. 
value to the society. These societies, in conjunction 
with the increase in the number of free clinics and 
hospital pharmacies, are regarded as a growing menace 
to the private man. 

The French pharmacist, like his British colleague, 
values his contacts with the patient, and it must be re- 
membered that he does not handle the wide range of 
goods available in pharmacies throughout Britain. 
Neither health service has yet been in operation for a 
decade, so that this interchange of ideas may afford mu- 
tual help in solving professional problems.

NEW JERSEY SURVEYS OF PHARMACIES 


In a recent survey of the pharmacies of the State, 
the New Jersey Board of Pharmacy found that there 
are only 9 per cent. of the 1762 pharmacies licensed 
by the Board upon which “cut rate” signs of any nature 
are displayed. At one time the Board estimates there 
were at least one-third of the pharmacy owners of the 
State using this or similar phrases to identify their 
pharmacies. There are eight of the 21 counties in the 
State—Atlantic, Cumberland, Gloucester, Hunterdon, 
Mercer, Salem, Sussex, and Warren—with a total of 
227 pharmacies upon which no “cut rate” signs are 
now displayed. In five other counties—Burlington, 
Cape May, Middlesex, Ocean, and Somerset—with a 
total of 182 pharmacies, there is only one pharmacy in 
each county on which a “cut rate” sign is displayed. 
There are two “cut rate” pharmacies in Monmouth 
County, five in Camden County, six in Passaic County, 
seven in Morris County, eight in Bergen County, 20 
in Hudson County, 24 in Union County and 78 in Essex 
County. 

In commenting upon this type of identification of 
pharmacies and advertising, Mr. Powers, the Secretary 
of the Board, stated that it is the Board’s opinion that 
the display of such signs may be considered deceptive 
advertising under the fair trade law, and certainly 
detracts from the professional aspects of pharmacy. 
Although the New Jersey Board does not have any 
_— legal authority, it is hopeful that it can obtain 
the co-operation of those relatively few remaining 
pnoeneny owners to remove the signs still being dis- 
played.

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What Type of Film? 


Cameras equipped with a Meniscus lens and simple 
single-speed shutter, box cameras and the folding 
Brownie Six-20, are all designed to give their best per- 
formance when used wiih Verichrome film, which has 
the exposure latitude necessary to secure good pictures 
under a wide .variety of lighting conditions, Super-XX 
film is not recommended in these cameras for normal 
outdoor subjects, but, under very adverse lighting condi- 
tions, such as during a storm, very early in the morning, 
late in the afternoon or at night under artificial lights, 
the faster, more red-sensitive film may be used with 
distinct advantage. As a compromise, by more or less 
fitting permanently a 2X yellow filter to the box camera, 
Super-XX film may be used for general purposes, and 
some very good landscape pictures, including attractive 
cloud effects, are possible with this arrangement. Then 
when occasional shots are to be madé in a poor light, 
the filter may be temporarily removed and the extra 
speed of the film availed of.

New Subjects for Your Camera, 


As a rule amateur snapshots can be divided into two 
classes—those that are of interest only to friends and 
members of the family, and those which, because of their 
universal appeal, are suitable for wall decorations or 
inclusion in a hinged portfolio. The latter class, gene- 
rally known as pictorial photography, represents a more 
advanced phase of picture making. This class embraces 
a field of new subjects for the camera, thus enabling the 
photographer to express his own ideas or to represent a 
novel point of view in his pictures. 

A week-end trip to the riverside will reward the en- 
thusiastic beginner with a complete change of scenic 
features.. River gums and willows, the she-oaks, and 
even the lowly clumps of reeds and rushes, lend them- 
selves to serious picture-design studies where reflections 
in the water provide the sufficient added interest and 
appeal necessary for pictorial photography. 

Furthermore, there are possibilities for camera studies 
in local industries—pictures of men at work are always 
interesting. Try to exploit the unusual angle idea. It 
is often found that an ingenious point of view will make 
an attractive picture out of material that is otherwise 
quite commonplace. For factory subjects always keep 
in mind the possibilities of “atmosphere” by shooting 
against the light. 

Keep an eye out for fine cloud formations that can be 
made to support any subject requiring just a little more 
interest to make it really successful. A file of good cloud 
negatives is a “must” in every pictorial photographer's 
stock-in-trade. 

Remember, too, the thrill of capturing action shots of 
sporting events—these have an interest all of their own. 

Last, but not least, there is even a field for your 
camera in covering the events of local news incidents— 
at times such pictures can prove quite lucrative to the 
aspiring amateur photographer. 
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Blackcurrant Syrup as a Source of Vitamin ''C"

Vitamin “C” is still the most frequently encountered of all the vitamin deficiencies. Blackcurrant syrup, palat- 
able and economic, provides a new approach to the problem of increasing the daily intake of vitamin “C” in 
the average Australian's diet. i 


Vitamin “C” or ascorbic acid is the vitamin, the ab- 
sence of which gives rise to scurvy. It is also known 
as cevitamic acid in the U.S.A. 

Vitamin “C” is among the more unstable of the 
vitamins, but care in the handling, storing and pre- 
serving of foodstuffs can minimise losses. 

In the 15th century and probably before, scurvy was 
one of the most prevalent diseases. It was not until 
the middle of the 19th century that the anti-scorbutic 
properties of certain foods, particularly fruits, was fully 
appreciated. 

he early '30’s of this century found immense interest 
being centred around vitamin “C,” as Professor King, 
of the University of Pittsburgh and Szent-Gyorgy, dra- 
matically synthesised this substance, thus presenting 
the world with the first of the vitamins to conclu- 
sively established as a sudstance of known molecular 
structure. It has been convincingly shown that ascorbic 
acid is much more stable in fruit juices than in water 
solutions. Again, the stability of vitamin “C” in any 
given medium is related to the absence of dissolved 
air, catalysts, for example, traces of copper, alkine 
conditions, and certain other factors naturally present 
in some juices. For example, tomato juice retains its 
vitamin “C” content much better than cabbage juice, 
where the loss is very rapid. Vitamin “C” presents a 
particularly interesting story in relation to the fruit 
juice industry, closely associated with colour and flavour 
changes in fruit products, and more attention has been 
given to conserving this vitamin in these products 
than any other vitamin. : 

Readily oxidisable as it is, vitamin “C” presents 
— problems in conservation during processing. 

bsequent standardisation of the final product has like- 
wise introduced many problems. 

The great interest taken by child health specialists 
in vitamin “C” has necessitated the development of a 
standardised source of vitamin “C” in palatable bases. 
Naturally, ae interest was attached to the orange 
as a natural source of this vitamin, but subsequent in- 
vestigation of blackcurrant fruit (Ribes nigrum) has 
proved that this is the favoured source of natural vita- 


min “C, 
Palate Appeal. 

Not only is sweetened blackcurrant juice very palat- 
able, but its ascorbic acid content is extremely stable 
when geet Panag under the proper conditions. Its rich 
natural colour is a big factor in palate appeal. 

The Health Authorities in the State of Tasmania 
have established a standard of 40 mgm.’s per 106 cc.’s 

yrocessed blackcurrant syrup. 

tra “C,” a proprietary syrup bottled in Tasmania, 
has consistently registe over 60 mgm.’s per 100 cc.’s. 
This standard makes a 26 oz. bottle of syrup equivalent 
to the juice of 20 fresh oranges in vitamin “C” content. 
Economically, standardised blackcurrant syrup is a con- 
siderably cheaper source of vitamin “C” than fresh 
oranges. 

Vitamin “C” deficiency is still the most frequently 
encountered of all the vitamin deficiencies. Black- 
currant syrup provides a new approach to the problem 
of increasing the daily intake of vitamin “C” in the 
average Australian diet. In addition to its high anti- 
scorbutic activity, blackcurrant syrup is remarkably 
stable under all normal storage conditions, and thus fills 


a long-felt want in surpassing the orange, not only in 
vitamin “C” content, but also in economy, ready avail- 
ability, and predictable dosage. 

Lack of vitamin “C” results in some well-defined 
diseases, notably scurvy, capillary fragility, spongy and 
bleeding gums associated with structural changes in 
teeth and gums, defective calcification of teeth and 
bones, undesirable changes in the ends of growing bones 
(particularly in children), delayed bone formation and 
wound healing, weakening of supporting cartilage and 
subsequent bone displacement, anaemic conditions, de- 
generation of the muscular system (particularly muscles 
of the heart), loss of weight, retarded growth and gene- 
ral body tone. 

Blackcurrant syrup acts selectively in that it is in- 
dicated in pre-operative cases to promote wound repair. 
A close correlation between the amount of vitamin 
“C” in the blood and the amount of haemoglobin and 
iron has been demonstrated. Blackcurrant syrup is 
recommended as a source of ascorbic acid to counteract 
the fall in the blood level of vitamin “C” during in- 
fections, similarly as a stimulator in the production of 
anti-bodies for resistance to infections, Vitamin “C” 
is well known as a detoxicating agent in counteracting 
the undesirable reactions of certain organic arsenicals, 
gold, sulphonilamides, barbiturates, etc. High metabolic 
rates require a correspondingly high vitamin “C” intake. 

Although the normal infant at birth has adequate 
supplies of vitamin “C,” stored chiefly in the liver, this 
content drops rapidly, as the infant has no capacity for 
storing ascorbic acid. Vitamin “C” requirements of 
infants fall between 20-50 mgms. per day or from 5-8 
mgms. per 35 oz. of body weight per day. Providing 
a nursing mother is on an adequate diet sufficient vita- 
min “C” should be ingested by the infant to obtain the 
above requirements. However, an additional 5-15 
mgms. per day administered to the infant would be a 
wise precaution. 

Bottle-fed infants definitely do not obtain their daily re- 
quirements of vitamin “C” unless fed supplementary 
fruit juice, or synthetic vitamin.- Pasteurised cows’ 
milk has practically no vitamin “C.” Human breast 
milk contains from 2-6 times as much vitamin “C” as 
fresh cows’ milk. Hawley considers that the bottle- 
fed infant needs a supplement of 20-40 mgms. per day. 
Blackcurrant syrup has a relatively high pH, low acidity 
and with a 50 per cent. sugar content diluted 1 in 5 
with water is isotonic and does not affect normal in- 
fantile digestion. 

The demand for Vitamin “C” increases steadily to- 
wards the end of pregnancy, requirements in this phase 
being almost three times the normal adults’ intake. In 
early pregnancy, morning sickness and vomiting may 
result in conditional vitamin “C” deficiency. 


Vitamin “P.” 


So-called vitamin “P” is one of the lesser-known 
vitamins, but none the less an important one, for it is 
closely associated with resistance of the capillaries 
to rupture. It is sometimes called the “permeability 
vitamin,” and it is much in the scientific news these 
days because it gives increased resistance to the harm- 
ful effects of atomic or X-ray radiation. Internal 
haemorrhages are common and dangerous factors of 
radiation sickness.

It can readily be appreciated how important vitamin 
“P” can become when the utilisation of atomic energy 
and fission materials is steadily progressing at the 
atomic research centres. 


In time the wider use of radio-active materials is 
inevitable and many more workers will have to learn 
how to handle them safely. 

It will be too optimistic to suppose that there will 
not be some incidence of radiation sickness, and diet 
fortification with vitamin “P” might become an impor- 
tant contribution in any general precautionary system. 


Vitamin “P” activity is quite marked in blackcurrant 
juice. This vitamin is a mixture of substances contain- 
ing Rutin and Hesperidin and the general inhibitory 
effect on capillary fragility is augmented by the pre- 
sence of ascorbic acid from oxidation and enhances its 
biological activity. 

Nutritional science is recognising that synthetic vita- 
mins and mixtures of these vitamins, whilst being de- 
sirable from an economic point of view, are not at all 
comparable with the naturally occurring product, as 
these vital substances are much more complex than was 
originally supposed. 


Rapid Processing. 

During the 1951-52 fruit season in Tasmania, approxi- 
mately 2000 tons of blackcurrants were processed into 
pulp, jam and canned fruit. Of this total about 1C per 
cent. was processed into juice or syrup, the greater 
portion of this juice or syrup being consumed in Tas- 
mania. 


It is desirable to purchase and handle blackcurrants 
sete on the stalk for the processing of juice. Fruit 
andled in this manner arrives at the factory in better 
condition, and the subsequent processing, particularly 
pressing, is facilitated by the presence of stalks. In the 
Cascade factory, fresh blackcurrants are handled in a 
very rapid cycle, through a completely stainless’ steel 
plant, heated with a minimum quantity of added water, 
lightly milled and digested with pectic enzymes before 
extracting in high pressure hydraulic presses. Speed 
of handling and lack of contamination with harmful 
metals, together with careful temperature control, en- 
sure the maximum extraction rates with optimum vita- 
min “C” levels. 


Research work on a Governmental and _ industrial 
level has been going on for several years and it is now 
established that varietal differences in the blackcurrant 
plant are important factors in ensuring high vitamin 
“C” level in the raw material. These factors, together 
with the modern technology of processing, point the 
way to significant advances in the development of 
higher nutritional standards in blackcurrant juice.

THE FLOOD OF PROPRIETARIES 


Sir,—In your last issue (May 30, p. 473) Miss Doris 
Smith paints a sad picture. She points out that the 
problems of “remainders” and of the hopeless dupli- 
cation of tonics, antihistaminics and competitive tablets 
are becoming greater day by day. 

There is a very little of very cold comfort in reading 
that it is quite as bad in Victoria as in N.S.W. Recently 
a medico member of the local Parliament explained 
to a receptive house that nowadays a chemist didn’t 
really make things; he just repacked and relabelled 
patents put out by entcrprising manufacturers. The 
interesting thing about it all was that I heard no doctor 
take the statement as a reflection on the profession’s 
knowledge of materia medica, nor did any official phar- 
maceutical voice raise itself in comment or rebuttal. 

“Prescription Proprietaries” (a name coined as being 
kinder and Jess possibly offensive than “Patent Medi- 
cines”—-the meaning is the same) may be divided into 
two definite classes. The first is the result of original 
research or a new idea and, in its heyday, M&B693 
was a perfect example of this—something really very 
good, welcomed by all as a boon to man. The second 
class includes all the commercial exploitations of these 
new ideas—mostly pharmaceutical preparations of them 
—linetuses, expectorants, capsules (with coloured 
garters), tablets (different colours), ointments, suspen- 
sions, emulsions, solutions 4 per cent., 1 per cent., buf- 
fered, ophthalmic. 

These are all deliberate efforts to commandeer from 

harmacy the profit from the making of them, and it 

as been found that a systematic “promotion” of these 

wares, with a slightly different technique to that used 
for hair-waving fluids or soap, can persuade doctors 
to prescribe most of them with a superior feeling that 
in writing “k Linctus Thingummy—Blank’s” they are 
indeed far ahead of the dark ages of polypharmacy. 
Recently a detailer told me—and it was such a usual 
incident that he didn’t smile as he told me—that, 
making a call on a doctor, he was welcomed with “Just 
the man we want; what have you got now for ring- 
worm?” He prescribed without hesitation and success- 
fully, and a little more dust collected on Martindale 
and the B.P.C. 

I am not trying to suggest a remedy—yet. Miss 
Smith has posed a problem, and I am trying to rein- 
force her argument. Nothing can be done about it until 
a majority of pharmacy realises that there is a very 
considerable danger and that the majority wants some- 
thing done about it. 

I will pose it thus: 

1. Most of the drug manufacturers have found that 
their “promotion” costs are so high that they are glad 
to exploit the pharmacist by offering ready-made phar- 
maceutical preparations of their new introductions and 
arranging the price so that they can commandeer the 
greater portion of the dispensing reward from the phar- 
macist. They make it, they should be paid for it. 

2. They feel that with their advertising pressure on 
prescribers—detailers, pamphlets with coloured illus- 
trations, etc.—that they can either ignore the phar- 
macist or toss him a small bone in the shape of a 
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grees discount. In the case of the ringworm ointment 
could have had another 5 per cent. for three dozen 
in one delivery. 

3. The firms who pose as the “friends of pharmacy” 
are easily our most wholesale exploiters in this way. 
They probably realise just how much they are diverting 
from us to themselves, and deem it advisable to try 
and mollify instead of ignoring their principal distri- 
butors. vievhoe (and this is my first guess) the cost of 
the “friends of pharmacy” publicity is charged to the 
“promotion account” also. 

Although it may not suit us, all this commercial 
activity is quite legitimate trading, and, as I have said, 
has been so successful that a doctor has given these 
manufacturers an unsolicited puff before an attentive 
and influential audience in the Parliament of N.S.W.—

This was said in Fremantle (W.A.) Police Court on 
June 8, when Frank Hugh Barry, chemist, of Canton- 
ment street, Fremantle, pleaded guilty to a charge of 
having sold penicillin without a doctor’s prescription. 

Counsel for the Pharmaceutical Council said that 
penicillin was strictly controlled because, if sold indis- 
criminately, the germs and virus against which it was 
at present so effective would develop resistance to it 
and neutralise the effect of the drug. 

Barry said that the penicillin had been contained in 
an ointment. Similar ointment had been recently 
released from control, and he had been under the im- 
pression that the ointment he sold had also been freed. 

He was cautioned and ordered to pay £3 costs. 

The case was heard before Messrs. A. Orloff and A. 
Hines, J.P.’s. Mr. A. Gibson appeared for the Phar- 
maceutical Council. 


Overseas News 


GREAT BRITAIN 
London, June 11, 1953. 


Coronation Honour for Secretary. 

Most events in Britain, and even in international 
spheres, have received little publicity during the past 
few weeks on account of the Coronation, but pharma- 
ceutical matters have not stood still. The whole pro- 
fession has united to — mee the senior Secretary 
of the Society, Mr. H. N. Linstead, on receiving the 
well-deserved honour of knighthood. Mr. Linstead’s 
work for pharmacy, pomeneeyr his interventions in 
debates on the Health Services, has frequently been 
described in these Newsletters. He has been Secretary 
of the Society since 1926, and has been in Parliament 
for nearly 11 years. At the last Coronation he was 
appointed an Officer of the Order of the British Empire, 
and since then his public work has extended in many 


fields. He is Secretary of the Parliamentary Scientific 
Committee, and was Chairman of the Committee set 
up to consider the amalgamation of the three recognised 
dental bodies. In addition he is Chairman of a Hos- 
pital Management Committee, a member of the Central 
Health Services Council and on various Sub-Committees 
of that body. 

At the Coronation service Mr. T. Heseltine, Vice- 
President of the Society, represented its members, and 
the President, Mr. W. J. Tristram, was also there in 
his capacity as Lord Mayor of Liverpool. 

Other Coronation honours include a knighthood to 
Professor David Campbell, President of the General 
Medical Council and Chairman of the Pharmacopoeia 
Committee from 1937-1949. 


Investigation into Proprietaries. 

The cost of the Health Service was debated for over 
six hours in the House of Commons recently, and the 
Minister intimated that he intended to investigate the 
cost of certain proprietaries. He said of the manufac- 
turing side: “This is a very big industry indeed, and 
its product is something like £90 million, divided almost 
exactly into three parts. Roughly a third goes to 
export, roughly a third goes to the National Health 
Service, and roughly a third is taken over the counter 
without prescription. 

“There is therefore a most iraportant export element 
present, and of course I have been closely in touch 
with the President of the Board of Trade on it. There 
is also truth in the argument that they advanced that 
much of the research that they have done has to be 
paid for by their proprietaries, although I am bound 
to add ruefully that if I have a ceiling it is a little 
hard that I should have to pay for part of their research. 
There is a genuine case, therefore, for many of these 
firms. But the trouble is that there are firms who are 
merely wrapping up standard preparations in pretty 
packages and forcing them on the notice of doctors b 
salesmanship. The difficulty that I have is to distinguis 
between the two, so as not to harm the export industry 
and not to damage research which has brought splendid 
advances in chemo-therapy, but to try to get rid of 
those firms who batten—and that is the right word— 
on the Health Service. 

“There are various possible approaches, but the 
Government have decided in the last few days that we 
will start a number of investigations—as many as we 
can undertake—into the cost of manufacture of certain 
of these proprietaries which seem at first sight to be 
specially expensive. I hope that this will yield sub- 
stantial savings, and in due course I intend to circulate 
again to doctors the names of those preparations con- 
cerning which we are unable to reach satisfactory 
agreements on prices. I merely add that the action 
we are taking now is not to be taken as the end of 
the story, and I do not rule out more drastic measures 
if that fails.” 

The Minister also pointed out that he had allowed 
52d. for each prescription in the estimates this year 
and in 1949-50 the cost had only been 38d. The Cohen 
Committee would soon issue a report which would 
contain a list of oo no proved therapeutic value, 
and doctors would asked not to prescribe them. 
The biggest problem of all was that no fewer than 
4000 preparations came into the category which the 
Cohen Committee advised not to be _prescribable, 
although they were not superior to standard prepara- 
tions, but this would be subject to satisfactory price 
arrangements being made. 

_ Mr. Bevan, former Minister of Health, said that the 
initiative in pharmaceutical expenditure was mainly 
with the doctor, not with the patient. It might be that 
the patient made demands on the doctor, but it was 
the doctor himself who advised the prescription. Dis- 
ciplinary action on this was open to the Minister. There 
were administrative pressures which he could bring to 
bear which might be increased more severely than they 
had been. It was surely a reflection on the medical

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profession that £400,000 was spent on Dexedrine last 
year when the equivalent in the official formulary 
would have cost only about £158,000. That was a 
reflection on the doctor. What was required was not 
to penalise the patient, who in this case was not re- 
sponsible for the increase, but to make an investigation 
into the profits made by the big drug houses, and to 
stiffen more severely the discipline over the general 
practitioner, because they were told by chemists in 
different parts of the country that doctors were still 
prescribing far too liberally. 

Naturally this announcement by the Minister has 
caused some disquiet among manufacturers. 


No Recognition of Assistants. 


In pharmacy itself the most important event has been 
the rejection at the Annual Meeting of the Society of 
the scheme for training, examination and supervision 
of assistants, which was put forward by the Councii. 
Full details of the scheme were given in the April 
News Letter, and the President of the Society, r. 
Tristram, after outlining the scheme, said: 

“I would urge that the scheme be considered on its 
merits, and that any preconceived ideas as to what the 
Council’s intentions may or may not have been, which 
have now been shown to be inaccurate, should not be 
brought out to hamper our discussions and to cloud 
our thoughts. To put the problem as concisely as 
possible, the unqualified assistant is acknowledged to 
be necessary in most pharmacies. Modern pharmaceu- 
tical practice has created an increase in the volume of 
routine work which an assistant can adequately perform 
under supervision; the casual and haphazard way in 
which assistants have been regarded in the past is un- 
satisfactory; while the fact that there is no uniform 
and recognised standard of competence or of training 
is equally unsatisfactory. The persons who are per- 
forming this work should receive the training which 
is necessary to enable them to do it properly. The 
proposed development should be regarded by pharma- 
cists as being nothing more nor less than a natural 
development arising from the increase in the volume 
of routine work and the necessity of allowing the phar- 
—— more time to do the work which only he is able 
to do. 

“So much has. been said by critics about what the 
Council’s proposals are and what they will do, that I 
think it advisable to say something about what they 
are not and will not do: 

“They are not brought forward to make good any 
real or supposed shortage of pharmacists; but they 
are intended to ensure the best use of the latter’s 
services. 

They will not give any legal rights to assistants. 

They have nothing to do with the unification of 
the Registers of Chemists and Druggists and Phar- 
maceutical Chemists, and do not provide a basis for 
a new class of chemists and druggists. 

They will not create a class of persons who will 
form a section of the Society and be in a position tc 
influence its policy. 

They will not create a class of persons who can 
claim to do work which pharmacists ought to be 
doing, or to whom dispensing can be handed over. 

They do not involve the issues of certificates by the 
Society. Any document which might be issued to a 
candidate as proof that he had passed the examination 
would not be issued by the Society, and the holder 
could be prevented from using such a document in 
a drug store or in any establishment other than that 
in which he is employed as an assistant to a phar- 
macist. This restriction we are advised could be 


made a condition of entry to the examination.” 

He said that he was confident that the Council’s 
policy was the wisest course. Assistants had existed 
for many years, and the problem was a pharmaceutical 
one, but the Council would not proceed with any 
scheme until it had been approved by a general meeting 
of the Society. The meeting rejected the proposal by 


a very large majority. The attendance was around 
500, which was a record for post-war meetings. 


Matters of Professional Conduct. 


The much-debated Statement on Matters of Profes- 
sional Conduct was accepted by the Annual Meeting 
with very little change. The chief amendment was on 
the advertising of dispensing services. The draft State- 
ment attempted to restrict the use of the term “Dis- 
pensing Chemist” to the premises of the person 
concerned only, but under the guidance of Mr. H. Noble, 
Secretary of the National Pharmaceutical Union, an 
amendment was passed. This instructed a revision of 
the Statement “as to preserve to authorised sellers of 
poisons their right to use the statutory descriptive 
title ‘Dispensing Chemist’ on press and periodical an- 
nouncements which include only matters such as would 
appear on a professional or business visiting card.” 
This would enable the pharmacist to give his name, 
qualification and the descriptive title appropriate to 
him. The amendment was carried by 220 votes to 186. 
Many members appear to have come from the provinces 
specifically to vote for the idea behind this amendment 
and the rejection of recognition of assistants noted 
above. It is also being made clear in the preamble 
to the Statement that it applies to pharmacy depart- 
ments in hospitals when relevant. The ease with which 
the amended Statement was accepted as a whole was 
due to the discussions which had taken place over the 
winter, and the fact that all the points were aired at 
a Branch Representatives’ Meeting in the afternoon 
immediately before the Annual Meeting. 


New President Appointed. 

At the Council Meeting on June 10, Mr. T. Heseltine, 
the Vice-President, was appointed President in succes- 
sion to Mr. W. J. Tristram. Mr. Heseltine has been 
a member of the Council for the past nine years, and 
is truly representative of many sides of pharmacy. 
He is in business in Normanton, in Yorkshire, and is 
a past Chairman of the National Pharmaceutical Union 
and the Central N.H.S. (Chemist Contractors) Com- 
mittee. He is one of the representatives of that body 
on the Joint Pricing Committee for England and is 
also Secretary of the West Riding (Yorkshire) Phar- 
maceutical Committee and a member of the Executive 
Council for that area. On two occasions he has been 
a Parliamentary candidate, but has not been successful. 
He was top of the poll at the recent Council Election. 

The new Vice-Chairman is Mr. E. A. Brocklehurst, 
of Hull (Yorkshire), who is also a retail proprietor and 
a member of the N.P.U. Executive. 


Council Election. 

The Council Election mentioned above resulted in 
the return of the seven retiring candidates. Under 39 
per cent. of the voting papers issued were returned. 
Only 10,066 were completed, and the range of votes 
varied from 4988 for the new President to 924 for the 
candidate at the foot of the poll. There were 21 can- 
didates for the seven seats. 


New Laboratories at Edinburgh. 

The Society has extended its examination laboratories 
in Scotland, and they were opened recently by Pro- 
fessor D. M. Dunlop, who is the Privy Council visitor 
to the examinations and is the new Chairman of the 
British Pharmacopoeia Commission (see below). In 
oo the laboratories he said that 40 per cent. of 
all students came to Edinburgh, and this year there 
were 250 candidates, which would in the old laboratories 
have occupied five weeks’ time. Then, aiso, the change 
in the practice of medical prescribing had demanded 
new premises. The old dispensing was dying; they 
had to face that. Those bottles of medicine, elaborate] 
compounded, meticulously bottled, delicately flavoured, 
exquisitely labelled, were going. Most of them must 
regret their passing, and yet if 80 per cent. of them 
had been poured into the sea, only the fishes would 
have suffered yery much! It was too much the practice 
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‘of the medical profession still to prescribe placebo 
medicines. They ought to educate the public more in 
rational therapeutics, rather than pander to its primitive 
desires. The pharmacist today had to handle the most 
potent of medicaments—veritable thunderbolts of Jove 
powerful for evil as well as for good, and he must 
know a great deal about their chemical constitution, 
about the method of storing them, and about their 
therapeutic use. In consequence, it was essential to 
have new laboratories devoted to physiology and to 
pharmacology, and these subjects must appear, and 
were appearing, in their curriculum. 

The necessity for new laboratories was intensified by 
the need to give so many new drugs by injection, so 
that the modern pharmacist must be well acquainted 
with methods of sterilisation of drugs and solutions. 
One of the new laboratories, therefore, which they 
would shortly be inspecting was to be devoted to aseptic 
technique. 


Payment for Proprietary Preparations. 

The Ministry of Health, after consultation with the 
Central Contractors’ Committee, has announced that as 
from July 1 pricing of approximately 30 proprietary 
preparations will be carried out on the assumption that 
certain basic dispensing packs had been used, e.g. 
Benerva tablets, 3 mg.; Dexedrine tablets and Fersolate 
tablets, all from 1 packs; Metatone and Minadex 
from 80 fi. oz.; and Physeptone Linctus from a 20 fi. 
oz. size. To meet special cases, it has been decided 
that payment for these preparations may be made at 
the net price of the next smaller pack below the 
standard, if there are reasonable grounds for doing so. 
Contractors must claim on the prescription, and alsc 
submit a separate list of such claims each month, so 
that the Pricing Offices can judge if the claim is 
reasonable.

LONDON MARKET REPORT. 
June 11, 1953. 


With Whitsun holiday and the Coronation within the 
past four weeks, business has been compressed into a 
relatively small number of days, but even in this 
restricted period merchants have not found themselves 
overworked. 

The easing of the situation in Korea has brought no 
further weakening. Indeed, agar is dearer; holders now 
ask around 17/9 per lb. for immediate delivery. 

It is practically impossible to buy Sumatra benzoin; 
quotations are nominal at £30 per cwt. 

Ipecacuanha is still very scarce, and the replacement 
position is obscure. 

Pharmaceutical gums continue in steady demand, but 
there has been a slight break in prices, the greatest 


fall being in tragacanth. Current rates per cwt. are: 
First quality, select ribbon, £120-£125; second quality, 
£105; third quality, £80-£85; fourth quality, £60-£65. 
Other rates are: Pale to yellow, £45-£48; yellow leaf, 
Wo brownish, £18-£20; “hoggy,” £10-£15; siftings, 
8-£10. 

Acacia is in better supply, and good Kordofan sorts - 
are now worth 100/- per cwt. 

Karaya is 200/- to 210/- per cwt. for No. 1 gum. 

Spot prices for cascara are unaltered from those —_ 
last month, but the 1953 crop is now offered at /- 
per cwt., c.i.f. 

ae is weak, with last year’s root at 13/- to 13/9 
per lb. 

Among the spices Zanzibar cloves are fractionally 
cheaper at 10/6 per Ib. on the spot and 10/1, c.i.f. 

Jamaican ginger has come down to 110/- per cwt. 
and 102/6, c.1.f. 

Other spices show little variation. 

Indian henna leaves have gone up to 80/- per cwt., 
but Egyptian are unchanged at 110/-. 

There has been a break in ergot values, with Por- 
tuguese shippers quoting 14/6 per lb. and London 
holders asking 16/6. 

Cochineal is scarce and dear, with silver-greys fetch- 
ing up to 9/3 per lb. 

Cinchona bark is in reasonable ae at 2/2 per Ib. 
on the basis of a 9.f per cent. total alkaloid content. 

Liquid storax is cheaper at 5/6 per lb., duty paid. 

Essential oils show few quotable changes. 

Citronella and lemongrass are weaker. Ceylon cit- 
ronella is 3/5 per lb. on the spot, with lemongrass 
quoted at 7/3 per lb. Palmarosa, however, has gone 
up slightly to 46/- per lb. and 45/-, cif. 

Peppermint has entered into a stable period. Holders 
of _ ee oil have been selling between 27/- and 28/- 
per Ib. 

Among pharmaceutical and fine chemicals only two 
changes of importance have been made. 

Bismuth salts are all down. The current rates per 
lb. for 7-lb. lots are: Carbonate, 27/5; salicylate, 36/4: 
subgallate, 25/4; subnitrate, 24/6. 

Phenolphthalein is cheaper by between 8d. and 1/- 
per lb., according to quantity. The new rates per Ib. 
are: 7 lb., 12/-; 14 Ib., 11/6; 28 Ib., 11/2; 1 cwt., 10/10.

PERSONAL and GENERAL aE 


Mr. F. T. Holmes, of Launceston, although nominall 
retired from pharmacy, maintains his association wit 
many activities in which he is interested. On May 28, 
as President of the Launceston City Mission, Mr. 
Holmes laid the foundation stone of the proposed new 
office building for the Mission. 


THE PRESIDENT AND VICE-PRESIDENT OF THE 
FEDERAL COUNCIL OF PHARMACEUTICAL 
SOCIETIES VISIT HOBART AND LAUNCESTON. 


Mr. V. G. Morieson, the President, and Mr. W. R. 
Cutler, the Vice-President, of the Federal Council of 
Pharmaceutical Societies of Australia, visited Tasrnania 
and addressed meetings of chemists at Hobart (May 17) 
and Launceston (May 18). The visit, sponsored Sy the 
Federal Council, was arranged primarily to enable Mr. 
Cutler to report direct to Tasmanian chemists some 
of his observations and conclusions on Pharmaceutical 
Education and other matters of pharmaceutical interest 
gained during his tour to U.S.A., Great Pritain and 
the Continent last year, when he was nominated as 
Australian representative at the Centenary Convention 
of the American Pharmaceutical Association held in 
Philadelphia. 

Both in Hobart and Launceston the audiences listened 
with marked interest to Mr. Cutler’s review and to 
the Federal President’s remarks concerning the part 
which the Federal Council of Societies had played and 
was likely to play in stimulating interest in Pharma- 
ceutical Society matters and functions, particularly in 
the smaller States. Mr. Morieson expressed the opinion 
that sight should not be lost of the ultimate aim of 
establishing the Pharmaceutical Society of Australia 
on a sound and strong basis to foster the professional, 
technical and ethical branches of pharmaceutical policy. 

Mr. Cutler described visits to very many educational 
institutions in the countries which he visited, and spoke 
of features in these establishments which interested 
him as a keen observer of teaching methods. By com- 
parison he thought Australian standards were not bad. 

During the evening Mr. Cutler showed and described 
movie colour films taken by him during his travels in 
U.S.A. and England. 

Thanks of chemists and the speakers are due to the 
Kodak organisation for practical assistance given in 
connection with the provision of apparatus and in the 
projection of the films. The help given by Mr. George 
of the Kodak office and Mr. Thompson of Launceston 
was greatly appreciated. Mr. P. Brammall presided at 
the Hobart meeting and Mr. P. Roots at Lauhceston. 
In both places hearty votes of thanks were conveyed 
to Messrs. Cutler and Morieson for their interest in 
coming to Tasmania and for the interesting talks 
delivered.

Registration.—Janice Elizabeth Dawson (ex-Victoria) 
was registered. 

Education.—A letter was received from the Acting 
Minister for Education, advising that he would receive 
a deputation from this Board to discuss pharmaceutical 
education in this State. 

The meeting decided that Mr. Pearce and Mr. Gould 
should represent the Board on this deputation. 


Stock Medicines Board.—Minutes of the meeting of 
the Stock Medicines Board, held on May 11, were re- 
ceived. 

British P A letter was received from 
the Pharmacy Board of Victoria, advising that it was 
suggested that the British Pharmacopoeia, 1953, should 
come into operation on September 1, 1953, as was being 
done in Great Britain.

Poisons Act.—A letter was received from the Collec- 
tor of Customs, enclosing a list of narcotic drugs sold 
by Sydney wholesalers to purchasers in Tasmania for 
the month of March, 1953, and also stating that their 
records of local sales would be made available to the 
Board’s inspector as required. 

A letter was received from A. G. Healing Ltd., regard- 
ing its application for a licence to sell cyanide for 
electro-plating purposes. It was decided that a copy 
of the Poisons Act should be forwarded, drawing at- 
tention to the respective sections. 

Inspections.—-The solicitor’s report on the first section 
of inspections was received, in which he advised the 
action to be taken. 

Further reports from the Board’s inspector covering 
the Midlands, North West, East Coast and Launceston 
were received. 

After considering these reports it was resolved that 
prosecutions should be made in relation to sale of 
patent medicines by storekeepers and the offending 
chemists, but that storekeepers who offended under the 
Poisons ‘Act should not be prosecuted, but written to 
and instructed that they must obtain a poisons licence 
if they wished to continue selling poisons. 

The meeting further decided that an advertisement 
should be placed in the publication of the Retail Trad- 
ers’ Association, advising the necessity to hold a poisons 
— before selling poisons within 5 miles of a chemist 
shop. 

Poisons Licences.—-Several letters were received ap- 
plying for licences, and it was decided to forward a 
form of application, including the necessary certificates 
to be furnished, together with a copy of sections 5 and 
6 of the Poisons Act. 

Coronation Medal.—Members extended congratula- 
tions to Mr. Pearce on having received a Coronation 
Medal. 

Conference Delegate.—Resolved that Mr. D. R. Crisp 
be appointed as the official delegate of this Board to 
attend the Sydney conference.

C.S.LR.0. OFFICER RECEIVES UNITED KINGDOM 
METALLURGICAL AWARD 


The Councils of the Institution of Mining and Metal- 
lurgy and the Institute of Metals in the United King- 
dom have granted the Capper Pass Award to Mr. P. M. 
J. Gray, an officer of the Division of Industrial Che- 
mistry of C.S.IR.O. 

The award is made for a paper of outstanding merit 
published by the two bodies in the United Kingdom. 


Mr. Gray’s paper was concerned with the production 
of pure cerium metal by electrolytic and thermal re- 
duction processes. 


TIGHTENING CONTROL OF THALLIUM, 


According to a report published in “The Sydney 
Morning Herald,” the Federal Minister for Health, Sir 
Earle Page, said in Sydney on June 23 that the Com- 
monwealth Government would introduce legislation in 
the next session of Parliament to stop the indiscriminate 
entry of drugs and poisons into Australia. 


Sir Earle Page was discussing a proposal that 
thallium imports should be banned except for medical 
use. He said the States were expected to introduce 
complementary legislation. about the same time. to 
control the distribution of those drugs and poisons 
which are allowed into the country and those which 
are manufactured locally. 


Sir Earle Page said the new Commonwealth legis- 
lation would be known as the Therapeutic Substances 
Bill. 


He said the States had fully co-operated in its com- 
pilation, and he thought all would pass the comple- 
mentary legislation. 


A State health official said on June 23 that New 
South Wales and the other States had promised the 
Commonwealth full co-operation in exercising control 
over drugs and poisons about a year ago, when the 
Therapeutic Substances Act was amended. But, he 
said, the amendments, still not adequate, were never 
proclaimed. 


The official said the question of control was left in 
abeyance until the Commonwealth Crown Solicitor 
decided the extent to which the Federal Government 
could exercise an overall control. 


[This will be the second attempt to introduce a Thera- 
peutic Substances Act to give adequate control of drugs 
and poisons. The Commonwealth last year amended 
the existing Act, but the amendments were not pro- 
claimed, as they were found to be insufficient to cover 
all drugs and poisons.]

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DISPENSING AGREEMENT WITH A.H.C. GUILD 
FRIENDLY SOCIETY. 

The N.S.W. State Branch of the Guild has signed a 

dispensing agreement with the Australasian Holy 

Catholic Guild of St. Mary and St. Joseph Friendly 

Society. 

The agreement provides that prescriptions dispensed 
shall be priced at Guild rates at the time of dispensing, 
less a discount of 81-3 per cent. The F.S. member 
pays the chemist for prescriptions dispensed at the 
time they are dispensed. The chemist then gives the 
F.S. member a receipt, which he presents to the FS. 
pharmaceutical pool to obtain a rebate.

“CONTROL” OF THALLIUM SALES URGED. 
(From “The Sun,” Sydney, June 23.) 


It would be impossible for the Government to ban 
the sale of thallium in N.S.W., Secretary of the N.S.W. 
Branch of the Federated Pharmaceutical Service Guild 
of Australia A. Conolly said today. 

Chemists alone should be held responsible for its 
distribution, he said. 

Mr. Conolly stressed that “appropriate control” of 
thallium should be based on signing personally for it 
at chemists’ shops. 

He said, “It would act as a deterrent, no person 
thinking of poisoning someone else would purchase 
from a readily-checked source.” 

Mr. Conolly said provision for people to sign at 
chemists’ shops for thallium could come in force under 
regulations for the new Poisons Act now being drafted. 

He added, “There is hardly a way of stopping suicide 
with restricted sales of thallium because such persons 
are so persistent mp 3 will attempt something else. 

“But restrictions should still apply, because thallium 
is odorless and tasteless.” 

Mr. Conolly pointed out that chemists will not sell 
poisons to drunken, distraught or sick people. 

“Chemists at present have no power to withhold 
thallium from general sale,” he said. 

“The Government should confine its distribution to 
chemists, as it can hold more discipline over them than 
seed shops and grocers.”

Plan to Check Entry of Drugs. 

Legislation would be introduced during the next 
Federal Parliamentary session to prevent the indis- 
criminate entry of drugs into Australia, the Federal 
Minister for Health (Sir Earle Page) said today. 

He said the legislation would allow regulations to 
be gazetted which would name a list of drugs and 
poisons. 

Sir Earle Page was commenting on a report that 
the Department of Trade and Customs would consult 
officials of the Commonwealth Health Department to- 
morrow on a request from N.S.W. for the banning of 
imports of thallium, except for medical purposes. 

Sir Earle Page 3aid that thallium would be included 
in the list. 

He said the legislation would be known as the Thera- 
peutic Substances Act, and he hoped it would make 
the various State laws uniform. 

The Commonwealth could control the import of drugs 
and poisons, but could not control their manufacture 
within the States, Sir Earle Page said.

Two Took Thallium. Action by Police. 

A young married woman who told police she had 
drunk thallium was taken to hospital early today, and 
in the Lunacy Court a naval rating who attempted 
suicide was discharged in care of the naval authorities. 

The woman, aged 24, lives with her parents in 
Grafton street, Bondi Junction, and the mother in- 
formed police that her daughter had taken poison on 
Saturday night and had ieft the house. ; 

She returned home at 6 a.m. today, and police who 
were waiting detained her. : 

Eastern Suburbs Ambulance took her to the hospital. 

In the Lunacy Court a 37-year-old naval rating was 
charged with having attempted suicide while deemed 
to be insane. 

Det. S. S. Turbit, of Mosman, said that on Friday he 
interviewed the rating, who said he had fallen out 
with his wife six weeks before. 

“She would not come back, so I went to a Newcastle 
general store and bought a bottle of thallium rat 
poison,” the rating had said. 

The rating had said he drank the lot, adding, i | 
wanted to do away with myself. I was fed up.’

C.I.B. detectives yesterday arrested a sailor, aged 37, 
and charged him with taking thallium poison. 

It was the third case of thallium poisoning to receive

Doctors did not discover he was suffering from 
thallium poisoning until about three days ago. They 
discharged him yesterday into the custody of the police. 
_ Other cases of thallium poisoning this week have 
involved: 

@A Leichhardt man who, last Monday, drank a cup 

of tea containing thallium. 

@®A Lewisham youth who drank thallium in front 
of his estranged girl friend on Tuesday to try to 
win her back. 

In all three cases doctors have treated the sufferers, 

but there is no known antidote for thallium poisoning. 

The Leichhardt man is attending hospital daily for 
treatment, while the Lewisham youth is still in hospital 
under police guard. 

The State Minister for Health, Mr. M. O'Sullivan, 
said yesterday he had asked the Federal Government 
to ban the importation of .thallium. 

He said: “If the Commonwealth bans the importation 
of thallium it will soon go off the market. 

“There are still quantities in stock, however, and our 
amending legislation will prohibit the sale of these 
stocks except on presentation of a doctor’s prescription. 

“The new legislation will also exclude thallium from 
the list of poisons and preparations which may be sold 
for the destruction of vermin. 

“A total ban might be unwise, as thallium’s use in 
medicine might suddenly become important.” 

“Specific Merits.” 

A spokesman for the Drugs and Allied Trades’ 
Council said last night: “Thallium is no more toxic 
than many other poisons, but, like arsenic or strychnine, 
it has specific merits for certain purposes, such as for 
treating ringworm, and is a valuable rat poison. 

“Present difficulties are mainly due to the problem 
presented the physician of diagnosing, at an early stage, 
the symptoms of the poison. 

“There seems to be no justification whatever for 
banning its importation. 

“Industry here is just as capable of using it correctly 
as in other countries.”

Federal Thallium Ban Sought—State Government 
“Lacks Authority.” 

The State Government has asked the Federal Govern- 
ment to ban the importation of thallium into Australia. 
The State Minister for Health (Mr. M. O’Sullivan) said 
yesterday that the State Government did not have the 
power to ban thallium. 

But the Government would place thallium in the 
restricted list of poisons now being prepared under 
the amended Poisons Act. Regulations would provide 
that it could be sold only on a doctor’s prescription. 
The regulations might not be ready for a month or 
more, Mr. O’Sullivan said. 

In the meantime, the 1902 Poisons Act was orererns, 
and under it the Government could not ban the sale 
of thallium. 

The Act said that any provisions restricting the sale 
of poisons should not apply to poisons used for the 
destruction of vermin, and so labelled. Thallium was 
used in rat poison. The amended Act would ban its 
use in poisons for vermin. 

Mr. O’Sullivan said that as far as his department 
knew. no thallium was manufactured in Australia, If 
the Federal Government banned its importation, the 
only problem would be stocks now on hand and any 
thallium smuggled into the country. 

Mr. G. W. Brain (Lib., Willoughby) said last night 
that Mr. O’Sullivan’s request to the Federal Govern- 
ment was an attempt to sidestep the State Govern- 
ment’s responsibility for either a ban or control. 

Mr. O’Sullivan’s statement that the State Govern- 
ment could not ban thallium was untrue. 

Mr. Brain said that the Government could act on all 
matters except those in which it had yielded authority 
to the Commonwealth. A ban such as one on thallium 
was not among those matters.

The child was rushed to hospital, and after treatment 
with a stomach pump was admitted to the Children’s 
Ward for observation.

LIFE ASSURANCE BUSINESS. 


Many chemists throughout Victoria would have been 
interviewed at intervals over the last ten or twelve years 
by Mr. W. Justice Browne, at one time Maw’s Represen- 
tative, who became the representative of the Mutual 
Life and Citizens’ Assurance Company Ltd., specialising 
in chemists’ life assurance business.

POISONING FROM ANTIHISTAMINE. 


A finding that death was due to Anthisan poisoning 
was given by the Deputy Coroner, Mr. W. R. Reid, 
in the Ballarat Coroner’s Court on June 17, following 
an inquiry into the death of Owen Campbell, 3 years 5 
months, of East Hawthorn, at the Ballarat Base Hos- 
pital on February 18, 1953. 


The child’s mother, Mrs. Margaret Jean Campbell, 
said that she and her son were holidaying with her 
parents at Ballarat at the time. On February 18, a Miss 
Owen, a nurse, found the child in her room with a 
bottle of Anthisan tablets. 


The mother said she noticed a green colouring around 
the child’s mouth. She then washed out the child’s 
mouth and gave an emetic before ringing the doctor. 


Dr. C. W. H. Fleming, who made a post mortem 
examination, said he had not seen a poisoning of this 
nature before and could find no effective antidote. He 
expressed the opinion that 300 milligrams would prob- 
ably be fatal. 

Dr. J. C. Dick, Medical Superintendent of the Base 
Hospital, Ballarat, who gave evidence concerning the 
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case, also expressed the opinion that there was no anti- 
dote for this type of poisoning, and added that he 
considered six tablets could be fatal to a child.

NEW PESTICIDE REGULATIONS. 


New regulations controlling the use of Pesticides were 

published in the Victoria Gazette of June 5, 1953. 
Protection of Employees. 

The following regulstions deal with the protection of 
employees who use insecticides containing the sub- 
stances listed:— 

2. In these Regulations, unless inconsistent with the 
context or subject-matter:— 

“Pesticide” means any of the substances appearing 
in column one of the First Schedule to these Regu- 
lations and any substance containing any of such 
substances and which is used or capable of being used 
as an insecticide, fungicide or we.d killer. 

3. (1) An employer of any employee who is engaged 
in the use of any pesticide shall provide such employee, 
whilst he is so engaged, with the protective clothing 
and equipment prescribed in column two of the First 
Schedule to these Regulations, and such person shall, 
whilst so engaged, wear and use the clothing and 
equipment prescribed in the said column. 

(2) No employer shall permit or cause any employee 
to use any pesticide unless such employee is supplied 
with the protective clothing and equipment set out in 
column two and the drugs set out in column three of 
the First Schedule to these Regulations. 

(3) No person being an employee shall use or being 
an employer shall permit or eause an employee to use 
any pesticide unless there is provided by the employer 
and readily available at a convenient place a card of 
advice in the form prescribed in the Second Schedule 
to these Regulations. 

4. No employer shall permit or cause an employee to 
engage in the use of any pesticide until such time as 
the employee concerned has the necessary knowledge 
to recognise the signs and symptoms of poisoning or 
illness which may be caused by the said pesticide and 
which signs and symptoms are set out In the Third 
Schedule to these Regulations. 

5. An employer of any employee who is engaged in 
the use of any pesticide shall require the employee 
concerned to make himself properly acquainted with 
the safety directions appearing on the label attached 
to the container of such pesticide. 

6. An employer of any employee who is engaged in 
the use of any pesticide shall provide or cause to be 
provided for the use of each employee so engaged an 
adequate supply of running water or where this is not 
practicable separate clearly marked containers supplied

(a) his clothing, boots, gloves, hood; and 

(b) face, hands, and such other parts of the person 

as may require washing. 

7. Every person who has been engaged in the use of 
any pesticide shall upon ceasing work each day remove 
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the said protective clothes from his person and wash 
them thoroughly or cause them to be so washed. 


8. (1) When directed by the Chief Health Officer of 
the Department of Health, any employer who employs 
any person in the use of any pesticide shall at his own 
expense cause such employee to undergo periodica! 
medical examination by a legally qualified medical 

ractitioner at such intervals of time as the said Chief 

ealth Officer may in his discretion direct. 

(2) The medical practitioner who makes any medical 
examination pursuant to these Regulations shall imme- 
diately forward a report of the result of such exami- 
nation in the form of the Fourth Schedule to these 
Regulations to the said Health Officer. The particuiars 
appearing in Part I of such form shall be filled in by 
the employer or his agent. 

9. Every person in respect of whom an employer is 
required by the preceding Regulation to direct such 
person to present himself for a medical examination 
shell submit himself to such examination in accordance 
with the requirements of these Regulations.

Regulations Relating to Manufacture of Insecticides.

The main provisions are as follow:— 
3. No person shall manufacture or prepare any 
pesticide— 

(a) except in such premises as are registered under 
the provisions of Division 2 of Part V of the 
Health Act 1928 as amended; 

(b) unless such measures and requirements to safe- 
guard the health of persons engaged therein, as 
set out in the Second Schedule to these Regu- 
lations, are provided and maintained; and 

(c) unless warning notes as set out in paragraph 7 
of the Second Schedule to these Regulations are 
displayed in positions satisfactory to the Chief 
Health Officer at such premises. 


4. No person shall engage in or permit or cause an 
employee to engage in the manufacture handling or 
preparation of any pesticide unless the person so 
engaged is supplied with the protective clothing and 
equipment prescribed in paragraph 5 of the Second 
Schedule to these Regulations. 


5. Every person who is engaged in the manufacture, 
handling or preparation of any pesticide shall wear the 
protective clothing and equipment set out in paragraph 
5 of the Second Schedule hereto: Provided however 
that the wearing of a mask shall not be required when 
the person concerned is engaged in filling of containers 
with the prepared solution suspension eznulsion dust 
or powder containing the active agent when an adequate 
hood and adequate exhaust ventilation have been in- 
stalled and are used in the process. 


6. (1) The employer of any employee who is engaged 
in such occupations in connection with the manufacture 
or preparation of any —- specified by the Chief 
Health Officer of the Department of Health shall at 
his own expense cause such employee to undergo 
periodical medical examinations by a legally qualified 
medical practitioner at such intervals of time as the 
said Health Officer may in his discretion direct. 


(2) The medical practitioner who makes any such 
medical examination shall immediately forward a report 
of the result of the said examination in the form of 
the Third Schedule to these Regulations to the said 
Health Officer. 

(3) The particulars appearing in Part I of the form 
prescribed in the said Third Schedule shall be filled in 
by the employer or his agent. The results of the 
medical examination shall be set out in Part II of the 
form prescribed in the said Third Schedule which shall 
be signed in the space provided by the medical prac- 
titioner making the examination. 


7. Every person whose employer is required by the 
preceding Regulation to cause him to undergo a medical 
examination shall submit himself to such examination 
at the time and place appointed by the said employer. 


8. Where any employee engaged in the manufacture 
or preparation of any pesticide is physically affected 
or made ill by the pesticide concerned his employer 
shall immediately report such affection or illness to 
the Commission. 

9. Notwithstanding the provisions of these Regula- 
tions the Commission may as a result of any application 
to it in writing exempt any person from carrying out 
such of the provisions of these Regulations as it thinks 
fit. If any such exemption is so made it shall be on 
such terms as are determined by the Commission and 
contained in the exemption. The Commission may at 
any time withdraw or vary any exemption so granted 
by it pursuant to this Regulation.

Materials. 
Organic tetra- and pyro-phosphates (marketed under 
such trade names as Hexone, H.E.T.P., Demite, Tetra- 
hos, Tephos) and organic thiophosphates (marketed as 
605, Paraphos, Phosfone Parathion). While all these 
materials are highly toxic, the thiophosphates appear 
to be the most troublesome. 


Symptoms. 

Poisoning can occur by inhalation, by ingestion or 
by absorption through the skin. Evidence of poisoning 
has occurred after handling or packing the concentrated 
materials, after spraying with diluted solutions and 
dusts, and after handling recently sprayed fruit. 

Symptoms are giddiness, headache, tightness of the 
chest, blurred vision, pin-point pupils, sweating, nausea, 
vomiting, diarrhoea, abdominal cramps, convulsions, 
semi-coma and coma. Greatly increased salivary and 
bronchial secretion is common, simulating severe pul- 
monary edema. 


Treatment. 

Give relatively large doses of atropine (1/60-1/130 gr.) 
preferably subcutaneously, at once and every hour as 
required up to a total of 3/10 gr. or until pupils dilate. 
The patient should be watched carefully for a 24 or 
48 hour period, during which it may be necessary to 
give additional atropine to maintain a balance between 
its effects and the toxic effects of the poison. It is 
the consensus of medical opinion in America that the 
administration of atropine should be courageously con- 
tinued when the patient remains in a definitely toxic 
condition due to muscarinic action of the poison. 

Postural drainage and aspiration may be necessary 
if signs of pulmonary congestion are present. The 
administration of oxygen may be required. 

Do not use morphine.” 


WORKERS’ COMPENSATION ACT 1953—No. 5676. 
Benefits and Scope Increased. 


The above-mentioned Act, which provides for sub- 
stantially increased benefits to Workers and Dependants 
and in addition extends the definition of a “worker,” 
came into operation on June 1, 1953. All current

Workers’ Compensation Insurances were automatically 
extended to cover the increased liability of Employers 
(see press notices 29/5/53). 


The Australasian JOURNAL OF PHARMACY, June 30, 1953 


Summary of Principal Amendments. 
The Act now applies to Employees earning up to 
£2000 per year (excluding overtime). The previous 
amount was £1250 (excluding overtime). 

Repeal of the expression “by accident” from the 
phrase “personal injury by accident arising out of 
or in the course of the employment” which phrase 
expresses the liability of the employer to pay com- 
pensation. 

Worker now covered whilst travelling between place 
of pick-up and place of residence after unsuccessful 
attendance at a place of pick-up. 

Substitution in the “journey” provisions of the words 
“deems not to have been reasonably incidental to 
any such journey” by the expression “considers 
would have materially added to the risk of injury.” 
The amended wording provides a relaxation in the 
stipulation relating to journeys to and from work. 


Acceptance of weekly payments of compensation, 
unless under an Award of the Workers’ Compensa- 
tion Board, is not to be a bar to proceedings at 
Common Law against employer or stranger if pro- 
ceedings at Common Law are taken within two 
years of the date of the injury. Any weekly com- 
pensation received to be taken into account in 
reduction of damages.

7. BENEFITS RETROACTIVE. 

The increased benefits apply to all compensation pay- 
ments made on and after June 1, 1953, irrespective of 
the date on which the injury or disease occurred or 


originated. 
Computation of Premium, 

It has been decided that there should be no increase 
in rates of premium at this stage but there will be a 
variation in the method of computing premiums. Pre- 
Mave-ag the full rate of premium was charged on the 
first £600 of each employee’s earnings and one-tenth 
of that rate on the excess of that amount. For policy 
periods ending on or after June 1, 1953, concessional 
premiums on earnings exceeding £600 for any one 
employee are abolished. 


Declaration of Earnings. 

In submitting your declaration of Gross Earnings 
for the past policy year it will be necessary to show: 
(a) the total earnings for the policy year to all “workers” 
who received not more than £1,250, and (b) the total 
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earnings for the term June 1, 1953, to the due date of 
your policy of all “workers” who received more than 
£1,250 up to and including £2,000 for the year. 


Chemists’ Claims now on Better Basis. 


Attention is directed to paragraph 6 (e) above, under 
which the former maximum limit of £125 to cover 
medical, pharmaceutical and hospital expenses has 
been omitted and the provision “reasonable cost” sub- 
stituted in the new Act. The effect of this change is 
that doctors, chemists and hospitals can now expect 
to receive full payment of their accounts, whereas 
before, in a serious case there was always the chance 
that expenses of treatment would run up so high that 
all those participating in the treatment of an injured 
worker had to accept reduced payment on a pro rata 
basis within the upper limit imposed. 


Wherever practicable it is suggested by the P.D.L. 
Directors that chemists obtain cash payment from or 
on behalf of the patient for whom goods (including 
medicine) are supplied in Workers’ Compensation cases. 
This will obviate the sometimes long delays involved 
before treatment is completed and accounts can be met. 


Another effect of the increase of benefits is that 
premium payments for Workers’ Compensation insur- 
ance may be expected to rise, since quite a number of 
employees formerly excluded by the income limit are 
now brought within the ambit of the Act. 


EFFECTS OF NEW VICTORIAN WEIGHTS AND 
MEASURES LEGISLATION ON PHARMACEUTICAL 
DISPENSING. 


Under new Weights and Measures legislation which 
came into operation in Victoria on October 29, 1952, 
specific recognition has been given to denominations of 
weights and measures used in dispensing by the phar- 
maceutical profession, comprising those of the apothe- 
caries and metric series. eights, measures and weigh- 
ing instruments used in pharmaceutical dispensing are 
required to be tested by the Government Weights and 
Measures Branch, in order to ascertain whether they 
comply with certain standards of accuracy and pro- 
visions in regard to acceptable types, laid down in 
Regulations made under the Weights and Measures Act. 


Such ace when tested by an inspector and 
found to be satisfactory, is stamped with a mark of 
“verification” and, except in the case of glass pharma- 
ceutical measures, also with marks indicating the date 
of verification. Pharmaceutical weights and dispensing 
scales are required to be re-verified at intervals not 
exceeding two years but glass measures (which are 
not likely to change appreciably in volume) are not 
subject to re-verification. 


It is considered that pharmacists, when purchasing 
new dispensing equipment, will be acting in accordance 
with their own interests and will also facilitate the 
work of the Government Weights and Measures office 
if they stipulate that such equipment is to be already 
stamped with a mark of verification. 


Existing equipment can, if desired, be submitted for 
test at the office of the Government Weights and 
Measures Branch in the old Observatory Building, 
South Yarra. When this is done, every effort will be 
made to test and return the equipment as expeditiously 
as possible; the possibility of delay will be minimised 
if the time when the equipment is submitted is arranged 
with one of the Senior Inspectors of the Branch (tele- 
hone MF 1235 or FA 8591). Inspectors will, however, 
visiting every pharmacy in this State, in due course, 
and will there attend to all existing equipment which 
has not already been submitted to the Government 
office.

An Inspector of Weights and Measures will almost 
certainly take an hour (and perhaps longer) to verify 
and stamp (where necessary) all weighing and measur- 
ing equipment on a pharmacist’s premises. Where the 
available working space is small, it may be preferred 
to submit the equipment to the Government office for 
this reason, as well as because of the lower fees applic- 
able to pharmaceutical weights and measures when 
tested there instead of on the Boge ay premises. 
Such procedure would, incidentally, also be helpful to 
the Government office, particularly in respect of phar- 
macies in the congested part of the City of Melbourne 
where access with a vehicle and testing equipment is 
obtained only with some 

An Inspector of Weights and Measures may, where 
it is practicable for him to do so, adjust weights or 
dispensing scale at a fee not exceeding sixpence or two 
shillings each, respectively. When repairs or adjust- 
ments are made to dispensing equipment, other than 
by an Inspector, such equipment must be checked by 
an Inspector before being put into service again. There 
is an exception to this general rule in that a person 
“registered” under the Weights and Measures Regula- 
tions as a Repairer and Adjuster of Dispensing Scales 
may issue a certificate allowing such scales to be put 
back into service temporarily, pending verification by 
an Inspector. The registered repairer and adjuster has 
an obligation to send a copy of the certificate to the 
Superintendent of Weights and Measures; should a visit 
by an Inspector not be made within twenty-eight days 
of the date of such a certificate, the pharmacist con- 
cerned should advise the Superintendent of Weights 
and Measures to that effect. 

Avoirdupois weights and weighing instruments (in- 
cluding personal weighing machines) held on _ phar- 
macies but not used in dispensing should be submitted 
to the local (Municipal) Inspectors of Weights and 
Measures for verification, and not to the Government 
Weights and Measures Branch.

The Board directed that pro- 
ceedings be taken for a breach of the Poisons Regu- 
lations. 

Breaches of Poisons Regulations.—A report of a visit 
to a store in the — disclosed a number of breaches 
of the Poisons Regulations. The Board directed that 
a warning in writing be issued and that a further in- 


spection be made at a later date with a view to prose- 
cution if irregularities were again detected. 

Specified Drugs without Prescription. —- It was re- 
ported that a chemist had supplied an eye ointment 
containing a Specified Drug without prescription. A 
letter was received from the chemist expressing regret 
and intimating that there would be no further cause 
for complaint. He was under the impression that the 
item was not controlled. It was resolved that a warn- 
ing be issued and that a further inspection be under- 
taken. 

Urethaines and Ureides.—The President reported on 
an interview which he and Mr. Manning had had with 
Mr. H. W. Woods concerning distribution of Relaxa tab- 
lets. Since the interview a letter had been received, 
stating that containers would be labelled in accordance 
with the requirements of the Regulations covering 

tent drugs. The draft of wording for the proposed 
abelling was submitted and approved. The President 
said Mr. Manning was to be thanked for arranging an 
interview, which had had a very satisfactory outcome. 

Poisons Schedules Advisory Panel.—A communica- 
tion was received intimating that Mr. C. M. Gray, rep- 
resenting the Department of Industrial Development, 
would no lenger be able to represent the Division as 
he had been transferred to London.

Chairman reported that the ruling of the Pharmacy 
Board was that a prescription—whether P.B.A., Re- 
patriation or private—for a dangerous drug would be 
invalid in Victoria unless the name of the medical 
practitioner signing the prescription appeared on the 
Medical Register of Victoria. 

M.L.C. Introductory Letter.—The Secretary said the 
amended draft of the introductory letter proposed to 
be used by the M.L.C. had been forwarded to the 
manager of that. company. 

Correspondence.—Formal correspondence was tabled 
and the following matters were dealt with:— 

To the Commonwealth Savings Bank, Melbourne, 
forwarding revised signatures for the five accounts in 
the name of the Federal Council of the P.D.L. 

From the Pharmaceutical Society of Victoria, notify- 
ing an increase of 25 og cent. in the rent payable by 
the P.D.L. as from phon 1, 1953. 

To the Guild Branch Secretaries in Victoria, New 
South Wales and Queensland, inquiring the charges for 
regular announcements in the “Gilseal News.”—Only 
one reply was to hand as yet, from the Victorian 
Branch Secretary, who advised that his Branch “would 
be happy to accept copy relating to your organisation. 
In recognition of the goodwill that exists between 
P.D.L. and the Guild, we do not propose to make a 
charge for the space.” This generous gesture was muc 
appreciated, and the Secretary was instructed to reply 
in appropriate terms, 

Letters had been forwarded by the Chairman to 11 
pharmaceutical chemists or executives who had been 
honoured by being named as recipients of the Queen’s 
Coronation Medal. 

Details of the new provisions relating to Workers’ 
Compensation in accordance with the amending 
Workers’ Compensation Act 1953 (No. 5676) were 
received from Melbourne Fire Office Ltd. [Details of 
these alterations are published in the Victorian News 
Section of this issue—Ed.]

Journal Report.—After Mr. Cossar had reported 
briefly on some items of business before the meetin 
of the Journal Board on June 8, the Chairman sai 
he thought the photo of the Queen published in the 
Editorial page of the May issue was one of the best 
he had seen—it was a natural picture, and he thought 
those responsible should be complimented. 

Ultra-Violet Lamps: Question of Indemnity.—The Sec- 
retary reported that thére had been no fresh advice 
during the month from Melbourne Fire Office Ltd. The 
Chairman said he would follow up this matter at the 
next meeting of the M.F.O. Board. 

Legal Advice.—A member renting business premises 
advised that the freehold of the premises was to be 
sold, and he had been given the option of purchasing 
at a figure which he regarded as excessive. If he 
declined to buy at the price offered he thought the 
property would be auctioned. He wished to know 
whether, in the event of his being outbid at the auction, 
the new owner of the freehold would be able to secure 
his eviction from the premises. The solicitor advised 
that the new owner of the freehold would have to 
approach the Court, just as the former owner would 
have to do, and must establish the degree of hardship 
he would experience by not being granted tenancy of 
the premises as compared with the hardship suffered 
by the chemist. Furthermore, the new owner could 
not bring proceedings under this provision for at least 
six months. On the practical side, however, he thought 


the new owner, having paid a large sum, would seek 
to obtain the premises because his return in terms of 
interest would be low. Even if he failed on the first 
approach to the Court, he could renew his approach 
at subsequent dates. He thought the member should 
consider the value of his goodwill and how much more 
it would be worth his while to pay in order to protect 
that goodwill. If there was time, he recommended 
that the member should consult his solicitor or estate 
agent. 

A member was given short notice by a member of 
his staff who wished to leave his employ. As regards 
holiday pay, he was informed that the provision of the 
award was that this should be paid on the basis of one 
twenty-fifth of the total wages paid during the period 
of employment since holidays were last allowed. 

A member reported that the question of an appeal 
in his case affecting goodwill and taxation was again 
under consideration. It had been suggested to the 
member that his solicitor should confer with the P.D.L. 
solicitor, and if they agreed the case offered prospects 
of a ruling being given which would be of general 
application to pharmacy, the P.D.L. should be advised. 

A member who wished to sell his business had made 
all preliminary arrangements, but when he approached 
the owner for his consent, he demanded what he called 
“positional goodwill.” The solicitor advised that the 
term “positional goodwill” was unknown to him, but 
it appeared te be of the nature of a demand for a 
bonus for assigning the lease or tenancy, which was 
expressly prohibited by the Landlord and Tenant Act. 
His advice therefore was (1) that the demand referred 
to was probably unlawful; and (2) as to whether the 
member was entitled to transfer the tenancy to a 
suitable person, this would depend upon the lease held 
by the member. There should be a section in the lease 
directly on this point. 

Legal Defence.—A member reported that a person 
had purchased a poison from his pharmacy recently 
and that the sale had been properly witnessed and 
recorded. Subsequently the purchaser died in circum- 
stances which suggested suicide.—It was resolved that 
the member be provided with legal representation at 
the inquest. 

Claims.—Negotiations for a settlement were proceed- 
ing in one case, and in another case in which a member 
was concerned indirectly a settlement had been effected. 

Meeting of P.D.L. Representatives During Sydney 
Conference.—Suggestions from the Branch offices were 
due by May 30. Several items for the agenda were 
put forward by the Directors. 

Constitution.—After reviewing the correspondence of 
the past month, the Directors considered that the con- 
ference of representatives of the Directors and all Local 
Boards to be held in Sydney in August next should 
provide the opportunity for discussion of the “overall 
position of the P.D.L.”

(3) Complaints against the recent change in the 
method of presenting the weekly price alterations. 

It was finally agreed to revert to the former method 
of presenting sheets in conformity with the original 
contract, 

After detailing these points, Mr. McClelland moved, 
Mr. Attwood seconded, that the Pricing Committee’s 
report be received. Carried. 

Mr. Crowley said he would like to draw attention 
to the practice of showing new lines on the alteration 
sheets with dots instead of the number of the sheets 
on which they first appeared. 

Mr. Lee supported Mr. Crowley and expressed the 
opinion that the Price Lists should be standardised and 
the Patents’ List brought into line with the Federal 
Office Lists. 

Mr. Lee moved, Mr. Crowley seconded, that in future 
numbers instead of dots be inserted in front of altera- 
tions and additions to the Price List. Carried. 

Returning Officer—-The President advised members 
that under the new Rules ‘and Regulations it would be 
necessary for the Committee to appoint a Returning 
Officer for the forthcoming elections in even-num- 
bered districts. 

Mr. Lloyd moved, Mr. Keith seconded, that Mr. 
Richards be appointed Returning Officer. Carried. 

Difficulty of De-labelling—Mr. Crowley urged that 
an approach be made to certain manufacturers who 
label their products in a way which makes it difficult 
to remove labels. He also referred to the bad type of 
labelling on some ointment tubes. 

The meeting closed at 11.30 p.m.

Enquiring if an 
approach could be made to the X-ray company for it 
to provide a sheet of instructions or a pamphlet of 
warning which could be handed = the chemist to a 
person when hiring a lamp. A further suggestion sub- 
mitted was that the information could be printed on 
a tag which could be tied to the lamp. Reply advising 
that the enquiry received from the Ipswich Zone re- 
ferred to the ultra-violet lamp which has not yet been 
introduced to Queensland. Stating that instructions for 
operating the lamp and also warnings are very clearly 
set out. As far as the infra-red lamp is concerned, 
advising that full instructions on its use are given in 
a pamphlet a with each lamp, and therefore 
the request that the General X-Ray Company provide 
such a sheet of instructions is really unnecessary. 


Members of the Committee said the reply received 
really did not answer the suggestions submitted. 
Although a pamphlet is supplied with each lamp, with 
continual hiring out these pamphlets become tattered 
and torn, and a metal tag with elementa warnings 
attached to each lamp for hiring wou be the 
ideal. If this is not possible, chemists who have lamps 
for hire should be supplied with a number of pamph- 
lets so that one could be made available to each person 
hiring a lamp. The Secretary was requested to com- 
municate with the Federal Merchandising Manager sub- 
mitting these suggestions.

PHYSIOTHERAPIST APPEALS AGAINST 
SUSPENSION, 

Defendant had not “treated” a cancer, but had done 
what he could to ease the sufferings of a child given 
up by doctors as incurable, counsel told His Honour 
in submissions for a physiotherapist appealing against 
a = doling of guilt of unprofessional conduct. 

Charles Ward, physiotherapist, of 
Fisher terrace, Mile End, appealed against his suspen- 
sion ‘by the Physiotherapists Board for 12 months on 
his being found guilty by the Board of unprofessional 
conduct in undertaking, as a physiotherapist, the treat- 
ment of the sarcoma, from which the girl was suffering, 
and in prescribing pentone for her. 

The suspension was ordered on November 28 last. 
The alleged breaches were between February, 1950, 
and August, 1951. 

Mr. A. L. ler go a peated for Ward, and Mr. D. 
S. Hogarth, with C5 Thomson, for the Board, 
at the hearing of the poh ID before Mr. Justice Mayo 
on May 18.

Any “treatment” undertaken by Ward was not 
physiotherapy as defined by the Act, and he was not 
acting as a physiotherapist, and therefore he was not 
within the Board’s jurisdiction, Mr, Picke con- 
tended. There was aiso not sufficient evidence for the 
finding as to prescribing. 

There was not sufficient evidence that Ward had 
attempted to treat the girl for sarcoma outside the 
scope of his training, Mr. Pickering submitted. 

It was also contended that the penalty was excessive. 


Judgment was reserved. 


NATIONAL HEALTH SERVICES ASSOCIATION. 
Move by Friendly Societies. 

Seven South Australian friendly societies and lodges 
had provisionally agreed to form a National Health 
Services Association of South Australia, Mr. C. H. 
Bright, provisional Chairman of the Association, said 
in Adelaide on June 11. 

The Association, which was designed to cut down 
administrative costs to provide maximum benefits to 
members, was being registered under the Friendly 
Societies Act, said Mr. Bright. 

It was planned to operate from July 1, when the 
Commonwealth Health Scheme came into operation. 

The societies and lodges which had sta their wil- 
lingness to combine had a total membership of nearly 
were backed by more than £2m. in funds.

“All five societies have applied to the Commonwealth 
Government for registration to handle Commonwealth 
benefits as individual societies, et the gs t to get 
approval well before July 1, when t vernment 
scheme will come into operation. 

“They have begun automatically enrolling members 
for the Government benefi and expect to give a 
complete Government and society cover for a minimum 
of about 2/9 a week for each family.” 

Mr. Bowey said the announcement by the other 
seven major friendly societies that the new organisation 
they were forming represented a £2 mi merger 
was misleading to the public. 

“The new organisation, to be known as the National 
Health Services Association of South Australia, will 
be quite separate from the seven societies, who are 
starting it off by contributing a limited amount of 
capital each. That is not a merger,” he said. 

“More than 80 per cent. of the seven societies’ total 
funds of £2 million are earmarked for benefits 
to members, and cannot under any circumstances be 
used for other purposes.

Loyal Toast. 

In proposing the loyal toast, the President made 
appropriate references to the fact that the coronation 
of Her Majesty Queen Elizabeth II would take place 
in less than a week and that all members were anxious 
that she should have a long and successful reign. 

“Our Newly Qualified Members.” 


At a later stage the President, in proposing the toast 
of the newly qualified members, remarked that their 
year represented the biggest influx of new pharmacists 
which the Society had ever enjoyed. He extended 
a very warm welcome and congratulations to all and 
in particular to Mrs. Yvonne Phillips, whose academic 
success had followed on, not preceded, the domestic 
success of parenthood. 

As new members each one had ambitions and the 
need to cope with changing conditions. The large 
number of pharmacies which had been opened in the 
suburbs in recent years had made it difficult for them 
to find satisfactory openings. He therefore wished to 
draw their attention to the advisory committee which 
had been set up by the Council in an endeavour to 
avoid friction between members and suggested that 
they consult that committee before entering into finan- 
cial commitments. 

Mr. G. L. Burns, a member of the Pharmacy Board 
of South Australia, in supporting the President, 
expressed his personal pleasure in welcoming the newly- 
qualified members. Each was a product of the appren- 
ticeship system in which the master had a marked 
effect upon the moral character of the younger genera- 
tion. They would have learned the major lesson of 
the pharmacist being constantly aware of his respon- 
sibilities to the public: he wished to emphasise that 
as qualified pharmacists they would each enjoy privi- 
leges of a wide character but that they must not put 
personal gain before their professional obligations. 

Before the President of The Pharmacy Board (Mr. 
K. S. Porter) presented the certificates as registered 
pharmacists to the guests concerned, he thanked Mr. 
, Garrett and other office-bearers for the happy gather- 
ing, which by reason of good organisation by the 
Secretary (Mr. H. C. Martin), was a marked contrast 
to the previous system of presenting the certificates at 
an annual meeting of the Society. 

Speaking to the newly qualified pharmacists, Mr. 
Porter said that he knew they were proud to be phar- 
macists and to be able to enjoy the several privileges 
which that legal qualification entailed. Each could look 
at their standard certificate as the culmination of a 
prolonged period of hard work and the gateway to 
travel to other States under reciprocal agreements 
between the various Pharmacy Boards. 

As Mr. Porter was about to present a certificate to 
Phillip Garrett, he remarked that this was the_ first 
time in South Australian history the son of the Presi- 
dent of the Society had qualified during his father’s 
occupancy of the Chair. In those circumstances he 
wished to call upon the father to present the certificate 
to his son. The presentation was then made amid 
applause. 

In presenting the last of the certificates, Mr. Porter 
told the gathering that Mr. Wurm, of Laura, had come 
140-odd miles to be present at the function when his 
son also received his certificate. 

Responses. 

The responses on behalf of the new members were 
well handled by Mr. R. Holder and Mrs. Y. Phillips. 

Mr. Holder spoke first, thanking the President for 
the excellent dinner function, which would live long 
in their memories. All of them were very pleased to 
be over the ordeal of the long four-year course, which 
included not only subjects of a scientific nature but 
also ethics and numerous other side items which were 


equaily important. On behalf of the others he wished 
to thank all of the masters and lecturers who_ had 
played their part in giving each of the newly qualified 
the satisfaction of being pharmacists. : 

Mrs. Phillips expressed thanks to all concerned in 
their several ways with the achievement which they 
were relishing for the first time. In particular, she 
thanked the two lecturers in pharmacy, Mr. Lipsham 
and Mr. Bowey, for their constant attention and for 
the installation of a respect for the highest of standards 
of accuracy in the daily work. “Let us not forget the 
higher aspects of our calling and the need for constant 
vigilance, for it has been truly said that when Pharmacy 
abandons Science, then Pharmacy will cease to exist.” 

Kodak Prize Presented. 

At this stage Mr. Thomas, of Kodak (A’asia) Pty. 
Ltd., presented the Kodak prize to the top student of 
the year, Mr. Gerald Ball, and extended his personal 
congratulations. Mr. Ball in a few words expressed 
his thanks both to Kodak and to the Society. 

Toast of “The Masters.” 

Mr. Phillip Garrett then proposed the toast of the 
masters, saying that they had to put up with a lot 
of trouble to help their apprentices, and to give the 
necessary guidance which enabled newly qualified 
pharmacists to“take their proper place in the health 
schemes of the country as soon as they had attained 
the legal status required. 

Mr. G. Smylie, in responding on behalf of the masters, 
regretted that his own (and first) apprentice, Mr. 
Simcock, had contracted influenza and was unable. to 
be present as expected. He was proud to have been 
of some aid to a successful candidate and wished all 
of them the best of success which would come if they 
remembered that they still had much to learn from 
hard practical experience. 

The Lectorial Staff. 

Mr. H. G. Ccllyer spoke of the difference in the size 
of the lectorial staff of his day to that which had guided 
those receiving their certificates. From four ar five 
names, the list had grown until it now covered two 
pages—many more aspects of importance were now 
covered in the course. “The past carries the impress 
of the future,” he said. “That which is built up year 


_by year is what really matters—it is essential to realise 


the present system of engaging more and more phar- 
macists to train and educate the younger generation is 
a sound foundation which will pay: well in the future. 
Let us therefore drink the health of the lecturers.” 

The assistant lecturer in pharmacy, Mr. A. E. Bowey, 
responded with congratulations to the guests ‘receiving 
certificates as a mark of recognition of completing an 
arduous task. Their period of training had been one 
of divided loyalty between the pharmacy and the 
academic institution. They had lacked the advantage 
of full-time studies and did not enjoy specific periods 
allocated to that purpose. In consequence, they had 
had to make time for study—usually when their friends 
could do as they liked. All of them had given u 
much enjoyment, exercised much restraint and self- 
ere and could therefore be proud of their achieve- 
ment. 

Mr. Bowey also expressed appreciation of Mr. Col- 
al remarks in proposing the toast of the lecturers. 

e statements regarding pharmacist-lecturers were 
true. “From two we have grown until today there 
are 11 pharmacists contributing to the task of training 
students,” he said. The Society, as a major .body 
concerned in that training, could therefore be aptly 
described as a virile institution and credited with an 
achievement in finding so many pharmacists willing 
and able to help. 

The evening closed with the National Anthem, fol- 
lowed by the appreciation by many of the panorama 
of the lights of the city spread out on the plains below. 
To those who were unable to obtain seats as latecomers 
it is only possible to express regret, and, to hope 
that they would be able to send in earlier next year.
